Valuable Varieties of Winter 
Wheat. 


Reports of Successful Winter 
Wheat Experiments from 
231 Ontario Farms. 


There will likely be about 800,000 
acres sown with winter wheat in On- 
tario within the next month. It is very 
important, therefore, that winter wheat 
growers take every available means to 
secure those varieties which are likely 
to give the best results, By experi- 
ments conducted within the past eight 
years at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege with 152 varieties of winter wheat, 
it is found that there is a great variation 
in the comparative yields of grain pro- 
duced by the different varieties. It is 
also found that the varieties which have 
given good average results in the ex- 
periments conducted at the College for 
a few years in succession haye usually 
given good satisfaction throughout Ont- 
ario, This fact has been determined by 
the results of co-operative experiments 
conducted throughout the Province dur- 
ing each of the past five years in con- 
nection with the experimental work at 
the College. From seven to nine varie- 
ties have been selected each year for 
sending out to ex-students of the Agri- 
cultural College, and to other interested 
and progressive farmers throughont 
Ontario, who have expressed their de- 
sire to join in the co-operative experi- 
mental work, and have written for the 
necessary material, 

Tn the autumn of 1896, seven varieties 
of winter wheat were selected for distri- 
bution and were divided into three sets 
with three Varieties in each, the Daw- 
son’s Golden Chaff being used through- 
out as a basis by which the results of all 
the varieties could be compared with 
one another. We have received 231 full

Set 2. Dawson’s Golden Chaff, Pride 
of Genesee and Poole. 

Dawson’s Golden Chaff, New 
Columbia, and Imperial Amber, 
Any person wishing to conduct a 
careful experiment with one of these 
sets should apply to the Experimentalist 
Agricultural College, Guelph, for the 
desired set and one-half pound of each 
variety together with instructions for 
testing and the blank form on which to 
report will be furnished free of cost to 
his address, The supply of some of the 
varieties is limited but. we will be en- 
abled to furnish a large number with 
this seed before the supply is exhausted,

conducted winter wheat experiments 
for 1897, This number is more than 
double that of any previous year. These 
reports came from 85 counties, 19 of 
which are situated east and 16 west of 
Guelph. 

The following table gives the compar- 
ative results of straw and grain per 
acre of the winter wheat varieties test- 


ed during the past season on 231 farms.

of results, the table should be of great 
value and worthy of the thoughtful at- 
tention of wheat growers in Ontario. 
Much credit is due to the careful experi- 
menters who sent us the reports ‘of the 
tests made on their own farms. 
ConcLusIoNs. 

1. In the average yield of winter 
wheat per acre, the Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff stood highest among 11 varieties 
tested over Ontario in 1898, 9 varieties 
in 1894, 9 varieties in 1895, 9 varieties 
in 1896, and7 varieties in 1897, also 
among 58 varieties grown at the Agri- 
cultural College for six years in succes- 
sion. 

2. Three varieties of winter wheat 
have been tested oyer Ontario for four 
years in succession, with the following 
average yields of grain peracre: Daw- 
son’s Golden Chaff, 324 bushels; Early 
Red Clawson, 294 bushels; and Early 
Genesee Giant, 29 1-20 bushels. 

8. Dawson’s Golden Chaff was the 
most popular variety with the experi- 
menters in each of the past four years. 

4. In the co-operative experiments 
for 1897, Stewart’s Champion, Pride of 
Genesee, Dawson’s Golden Chaff and 
Siberian, made the best appearance in 
the spring. 

5. Dawson’s Golden Chaff and Early 
Genesee Giant possessed the strongest, 
and the Pride of Genesee and Siberian 
the weakest straw in 1897, 

6. The Dawson’s Golden Chaff and 
the Stewart’s Champion were the least, 
and the Pride of Genesee and the Early 
Genesee Giant were the most affected 
by rust. 

7. The Stewart’s Champion and the 
Pride of Genesee produced the greatest 
length of straw. 

8. The Early Red Clawson and the 
Dawson's Golden Chaff were the first 
to mature, and the Early Genesee Giant 
and the Stewart’s Champion were the 
last to mature. 

9: @he Dawson’s Golden Chaff and 
the Stewart’s Champion produced the 
plumpest grain, and the Siberian and 
Poole the most shrunken grain. 

10. The counties of Grey, Middlesex 
Huron furnished the largest nnmber of 
successful winter wheat reports in 1897, 

11, The experimenters haye taken 
much interest in the work as shown by 
the many favorable comments given in 
the reports, the following being an ex- 
ample ; ‘Co-operative experiments 
should be located in conspicuous places 
as object lessons. My experiment with 
winter wheat was near the road where 
from 200 to 800 rigs passed daily, ‘The 
visitutions to the plots were very num- 
orous. Whe remarks by passers by and 
the comparisons make would fill a yol- 
ume, ‘lhe experiment actually became 
the leading topic of the village talk for 
some time previous to harvesting. ‘Thus 
many object lessons were learned by} 
every day observers. I have taken a 
good deal of pains with the experiment 
but feel well repaid.”

Hip disease is one of the most com- 
mon causes of lameness in children,

‘The limp and the pain are so slight 
and $0 inconstant that no alarm is 
felt ,andso the opportunity of thrott- 
ling the disease in its iniancy is often 
lost and the more striging symptoms 
ot the second stage set in before a 
physician is consulted. 

Now the little patient begins to 
hive “night cries.” Suddenly, in the 
midst of sound sleep, he utters a 
piercing cry expressive of severe pain; 
but he is not conscious of suffering, 
and may not wake, or if he doeshe 
cries in a startled way for a minute 
or two and then falls asleep again. 

At this time if the child is examined, 
one leg may be seen to be a little 
Uhinner than its mate and perhaps 
slightly druwn up at the hip. The di- 
Sease is now fully . established, and 
while not mecessarily incurable, is 
much more difficult of management 
than it would have been at the \be- 
ginning, when a few weeks’ rest might 
have sufficed to remove all signs of 
the trouble.

young. 
VARICOSE VEINS. 
Varicose veins are always due to 


long-continued and unusual pressure 
of the blood within the blood-vessels, 
which causes them to stretch, both 
in length and in width. ‘he stretch- 
ing occurs at intervals, and is usually 
in an advanced stage before pain fs 
felt. 

The veins about the ankle or the 
calf are usually the first tobe affected. 
A small, superficial part of the vein 
appears bluish and more prominent 
than usual, and may have a beaded 
outline. This condition may disappear 
for a time but it recurs with increas- 
ed discomfort. The enlarged veins, 
unless cared for are liable to a number 
of complications. ‘ 

The tissue uround an enlarged vein 
ispoorly nourished, and is liable to in- 
fection and degeneration, with rapid 
formation of ulcers, whicn are healed 
only with difficuity. 

Tbe vein may become so enlarged at 
a point near the surface that the tis- 
sue over it may waste away and 'the 
vein be ruptured. ‘ihe loss of blood 
is then considerable. Such a rup- 
ture is always alarming, and may be 
dangerous to life. 

The hardened tissue often found 
around varicose veins is the result (of 
exudation of the watery portion of th 
blood through their weakened walls. 

‘The lower extremities are most prone 
to varicosities of the veins, but the 
same condition 1s frequently found elge- 
where. ¢ ; 

The treatment consists in early pre- 
venting their, development. The cir- 
culation especially in the diseased vein, 
must be toned up. Hygienic and die- 
tary measures should be employed to 
improve the generai condition. he 
vein must be supported by local means. 
Aw elastic stocking, an elastic bandage 
or a commou roller bandage does this 
effectively. The bandage must be 
tightly and smoothly applied, begin- 
ning at the toes , and by usuccessive 
turns covering every portion of the 
surface. : 

While sitting, the patient should ele- 
yate the foot on # foot-rest. The foot 
of the bed should be slightly raised to 


facilitate the venous returo. | ; 
Standing more than walking, in- 
creases varicosities. Walking and 


cycling to excess may also increase 
the difficulty. After exercise ,it is re- 
commended that the affected parts be 
bathed in cold water, and the veins 
firmly rubbed iia the direction of the 
heart. 

Ulcers, hemorrhage and other com- 
plications call for a physician’s care.

HOW MEAT IS SLICED. 


Ito Thickness Distinguishes Many Races of 
Mou. 

A member of the Professional Woman's 
league who hus trayoled extensively in for- 
eign lands said that you can classify the 
peoples of the world by the way they out 
their meat, says n New York oxchango, 
The powerful physical nature of the An- 
glo-Saxon is well illustrated by the huge 
rib roasts and the immense shoulders of 
mutton. The moro artistic nature of the 
Frenohinan is shown by his cutting his 
meat into thin slices of fillet, into epigrama 
and into tho filmy affairs he calls ‘‘rosbif.’’ 

The Arab cuts his meat into a thin rib- 
bon, wraps it around an iron skewer, 
broils it oyer a charcoal fire, and; lo and 
behold, there is the famous kabob, Strange 
to say, it is very rare for tho Anglo-Saxon 
to out his meat thin just as it a rare for 
tho eastern races to serye it in massive 
portions, Yet wo could improve our dally 
bill of fare, especially in the summor sea- 
son, by adopting many of the dishes and 
mothods of those other races, 

‘hus the kabob systom may be applied 
to any kind of flesh or fowl and produces 
a crisp, palatable and nourishing culinary 
creation, Anothor series of very pleasant 
dishes are made by cutting meat into long 
strips about the sizo of a lead pencil and 
frying them, after they haye been salted 
and peppered, in cither their own fat or in 
olive oil. ‘Lhe liquid should be very hot 
before tho meat is put in, so as to close up 
all the pores and keep the juice within the 
fiber, Uhose pencils, when oooked proper- 
ly, are olean, delicious, brittle and very 
appetizing. Still another system comes 
from Italy and Spain in that yery attract- 
ive preparation known as fritas. These 
consist of little pieces of meat about the 
size of a hickory nut. . One will be made 
of beef, another of lamb, a third of chick- 
en, a fourth of duck, a fifth of corned beof, 
a sixth of cold beefsteak. ‘Lhe greater the 
variety the iore successful the dish. 
These pieces ute yery well seasoned, be- 
ing rubbed with a clove of garlic, salted, 
peppercd und usually touched with a drop 
or two of onion juice, They are then dip- 
ped in batter and fried over a very hot 
fire. When they come out, all look alike, 
60 that the guest has the additional attrac- 
tion of novelty, yarloty and surprise. 

‘Tho toughness of the kidney disappears 
alomst ontirely if it be cut with a sharp 
knife as fine as Saratoga chips, or, bettor 
still, if it bo put through ao meat cutting 
machine and reduced to a mere pulp. The 
great advantage of this style of prepara- 
tion is that lt makes meat absolutely safo. 
All flesh is liable to contain within its 
fibers the germs and eyen the bodios of in- 
ternal parasites, Lhose are killed by the 
high temperature and long exposure. 
Novertheless in many pieces of roast beef 
us served upon the best tables in the land 
there uve underdone centers whore these 
organisms may be alive. Tho cater does 
not know the difference, because they are 
hardly discernible to tho naked eye. Cut- 
ting it fine ov thin, however, and then 
cooking it, even for u few minutes, abso- 
lutely destroys all Life. —St. Louis Repub- 
lic,

The Ministry of Agriculture of Aus- 
tria has issued its annual estimate of 
the world’s harvest, in which it caleu- 
lates that there will be a shortage for 
1897 and 1898 of more than fifty million 
hundred-weight. ‘The favoured nations 
are Canada and the United States, the 
former being classed as the most impor- 
tant exporting country, 


The Department of Trade and Com- 
merce will shortly issue its report. It 
shows that the imports for the fiscal 
yoar ending June 80 amounted to $111,- 
$80,777, as against $110,587,718 last year. 
The exports show an increase of from 
$118,140,504 to $14,118,970. ‘Daking 
imports and exports together there is 
an increase over last year of nearly 
seventeen million,

BIRTH OF AN ICEBERG. 


How the Bine Crystal Island Grandly 
Bursts Its Glacior Bonds, 

John Muir, the discoverer of tho great 
Muir glaoier, writes of ‘Tho Alaska Trip'’ 
in Tho Century. Mr. Muir says of the 
glacier that bears his name: 

The number of bergs given off varies 
somewhat with the weather and tho tides. 
For 12 consecutive hours I counted the 
number discharged that were large enough 
to mako themselves heard like thunder at 
a distance of a mile or two and found the 
avornage rate to bo one in five or six min- 
utes. The thunder of tho largest may bo 
heard, under favorable circumstances, ten 
miles or more. When a large masa sinks 
from tho upper fissured portion of the 
wall, thore is first a keen, piercing crash, 
then a deep, deliberate, long drawn out, 
thundering roar, which slowly subsides 
into a comparatively low, farreaching, 
muttering growl; then comesa crowd of 
grating, clashing sounds from the agitated 
bergs that dance in the waves about the 
newoomer as if in welcome, and these, 
again, aro followed by the swash and roar 

of the berg waves as they reach the shore 
and break among the bowlders. 

But the largest and most beautiful of 
the bergs, instead of falling from tho ex- 
posed weathered portion of the wall, rise 
from the submerged portion with a still 
grander commotion, heaying aloft nearly

DIDN’T MAKE DIAMONDS. 


Tho Professor Thought He Could, but the 
Experiment Failed, ‘ 

Many ambitious alchemists haye spent 
time and money in the effort to produce 
diamonds, but one, only one, has had the 
courage to come before an audienco and 
show how i could bo done. 

Professor Crooke, says the London Mail, 
lectured at the Royal Institute on dia- 
monds. After an exhaustive talk on their 
origin he said: 

“And now I will make a diamond.’ 
He gaye instructions to his assistants, and 
it scemed to bo the casiest thing in the 
world. ‘‘What you have to do,"' he ex- 
plained, “is to Hquefy carbon and then 
compress it, and theroare your diamonds.’’ 

So he placed some pure iron in a cruci- 
ble, with a ttle charcoal for sugar, and 
put the crucible in an electric furnace. 
Tho highest temperature which scientists 
can measuro js 3,600 degrees, which is 80 
times hotter than a sweltering summer's 
day. Inthat crucible the heat was be- 
yond the limit of acourate measure. The 
switch was turned, a blinding flash of 
light filled the room, the apparatus became 
a hissing, spitting, devil’s caldron. The 
attendants wore blue spectacles and gloves, 
Ladies put up their fans to protect their 
eyes from tho terriflc glare. The furnace 
spat out molten setal like the sparks 
from asquib, The heat was kept in or 
the room would have been unbearable. 

‘'Now,'’ said the professor, ‘‘tho cruci- 
blo has been in the furnace for flye min- 
utes. I shall take out the iron and plungo 
it in cold water. ‘he outerskin will con- 
tract around the central liquid with a 
pressure of from 16 to 20 tons to the inch.

FOUR CHILDREN DROWNED

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY AT TORONTO 
ON SUNDAY. 

— 

Twenty Children on a Rickety Craft Were 
Precipitated Into the Water by Crowd- 
ing to One Side — Merole Kescuc by 
Several Young Mon and Boys. 

A despatch fram Toronto says:—Mo- 
Namee's cut is a channel between the 
breakwater, which comes to an end at 
the foob of Cherry street in a narrow 
tongues, and the mainland. It is (the 
eastern entrance to Asbbridge’s bbay, 
and has only lately been dredged. The 
city received permission from the Gov- 
|ernment some three or four years ago 
|to make this cut in connection with

NOT UNEXPECTED. 

Many children who bathe on the 
shore some distance further east, and 
the people who live on the breakwater, 
used this craft since Friday. There 
was no doubt whatever about its con- 
venience, but scores of men who saw 
it made gloomy prophecies that on 
some occasion it would capsize and 
drown its passengers. 

At aquarter to five o'clock on Sun- 
day afternoon the fatality occurred.

THE RUSH AT VICTORIA. 
— 
Hundreds of Inexpcricuced Men Walting a 
Chance to Go North. 

A private letter from Victoria, B.C.,

A LADY VETERAN. 


The Austrian Military Gazette eulo- 
gizes the patriotism and interpidity of 
a lady veteran on the occasion of the 
eightieth anniversary of her birthday, 
who, in 1849, rendered a signal serv- 
ice to the Austrian army in Hungary. 
The story is well worth recapitulation. 
The lady veteran Frau Ida Von Steeb- 
Rehm, wife of an Austrian major, was 
quartered with her husband at the 
close of 1846, in the town of Peterwar- 
dein. In the revolution the town fell 
into the hands of the Hungarians, and 
the major was taken prisoner. He con- 
trived to communicate with his wife, 
telling her she might save the fortress 
by securing the plans, which were hid- 
den in the building. and conveying them 
to the imperial camp at Kamenitz. It 
was a saored duty she owed her coun- 
try, and should be done at all hazards. 
She contrived, after running consider- 
able risk of being captured as a spy, in 
gaining admission to the fortress after 
several futile attempts. She found the 
plans and inventories, and succeeded in 
concealing some of the papers in her 
GeNG and some in the mattrass of her 
child’s cradle. To pass the line of sol- 
diery beyond the town confines with 
her child required the strategic in- 
stinets of a general, the enemy being 
under the strictest orders to cut off all 
retreat on the part of the citizens. 
She, however, reached the imperial camp 
in safety, and delivered the ree at 
headquayters, and, subsequent to the 
capitulation of the fortress, was re- 
warded by the Emperor with tho gold 
cross of merit and bravery. The popular 
Austrian General, Christian Von Stecb, 
was the child above mentioned, and the 
lady veteran delighted her numerous 
military guests by narrating the stir- 
ring episode with remarkable vivacity 
on her eightieth birthday.

Uy. Among the upper classes a fe- 
male child does not fare so badly, for 
Within the last few years they have 
been permitted to share their brothers’ 
studies. 

Among the poor, from her very birth 
@ girl is exposed to dangers which are 
never known by the daughter of a 
rich family. 1 do not speak of the mal- 
adies common to rich or poor, and 
brought on principally by want of 
care in a bad climate, but to the ter- 
rible prevalence of infanticide, which 
counts these unfortunate girl babies 
among its principal victims, A girl 
counts for so little in the eyes of a 
Chinese that the poor do not hesitate 
for a moment to rid themselves of a 
useless and extra mouth, especially 
When these people rarely know in the 
morning whether they will have any- 
thing to eat in the evening. Besides, 
the future of these poor creatures is so 
miserable that the parents’ scruples 
are easily overcome, and paternal au- 
thority is so absolute that infanticide 
is a natural consequence. During a 
famine und among the most wretch- 
ed this crime assumes enormous pro- 
portions—“‘marrying the little girls to 
the water spirits,” as it is called. 
When those who are spared reach 

the age of ten or twelve years they 
are sold as servants into a family, to 
be virtually slaves and finally future 
daughters-in-law, ‘his method of buy- 
ing a wife for a son reduces the ex- 
penses attending the marriage cere- 
mony and is resorted to very frequent- 
ly among the poor. The coming of 
children to these poor slaves often 
means untold misery, as they fre- 
quently have their offspring to support 
as well as themselves. A lazy husband 
will sometimes sell his wife, she being 
either willing or forced to the barter, 
as aservant or a concubine. Though 
this latter contract is forbidden by 
law, it is not rure, and one case has 
been cited for a man who rented his 
wife out for a period of three years, 
ceding all his marital rights to a 
man who had no ch.ldren and who was 
to keep as his the children porn tothe 
woman. 

The Woman in’China is like the man, 
but much more frequently is an article 
of commerce, and he who exercises pa- 
ternal authority has the right to sell 
those under him. In many parts of 
the empire there are cities which are 
known as slave markets, Pitsu, in Ko- 
ei-tchiou and Chang-Chau, near ‘ien- 
Tsin, are the most prominent. At 
ee aoe Yhoss parents who desire 
to 1 their daugnters find the best 
market. ‘he girl is exposed for sale 
in the most frequented street, and 
fathex, mother, grandparents and el- 
der brothers do their prettiest to 
call attention to her charms, and com- 
mand as high @ price as possible. Dhe 
average price is two or three “‘tiao,” 
equal to about ninety cents of our 
money, for each year of her age. At 
Pekin a girl from twelve to fifteen 
years of age is worth from $24 to $40; 
one eighteen years old will bring from 
$Uv to $80 provided she is attractive. In 
muiny places this sale is carried on by 
agents, In Canton these slave mer- 
chants amport the women and pass 
them through the custom house by 
means of fulse declarations. The au- 
thorities have ofisn tried to ado away 
with the abuse, but without success. 
Not later than the seventeenth cen- 
tury the State sold the wife and chil- 
dren of a high functionary, who had 
died leaving ao deficit behind him, for 
the payment of his debts, 

The Empress herself, so far as the 
simplest most precious things of life 
are concerned, is not as well off as 
the poorest girl blessed with the 
birthright of independence, and the fol- 
lowing story of how the present Em- 
press was chosen for her high position 
will clearly explain why:— 

‘The present Emperor was very young 
when ascended the throne, Upon 
Teaching tho marriageable age, the 
rich Mantchuan dignitaries presented a 
list of the eligible Mantchuan maidens 
to the Dowager myress. These 
girls, not being of the imperial house 
could by their age and social position 
aspire toenter theharem.

FREAK EYES. 


A Girl Who Has the Image of a Doll in 
the Pupil of Each Eye. 


Emma Byers, a fifteen-year-old girl, 
who lives at Cincinnati, ‘has in the 
pupil of each eye the perfect image 
of a fully dressed doll. This freak of 
nature is asoribed to parental in- 
fluence. Shortly before Emma's birth 
her mother saw a number of dolls in 
the window of a shop, and, being at- 
tracted by them, she stopped every time 
any errand brought her that way and 
spent some time looking at the play- 
things. 

The doll baby images were visible 
at Emma's birth and have remained 
unchanged ever since. Their presence 
in her eyes seems to have mot the 
slightest effect upon her vision. 
eyes are particularly strong and have 
never given her any trouble. They have 
been examined by a number of oculists, 
who have given long scientific descrip- 
tions, of the phenomenon, but make no 
effort to explain it. 

“A defect in nature.,” is the best ex- 
planation of why this girl, when she 
looks at an object, has reflected on the 
pupils of her eyes not that object, but 
the image of a fully dressed doll. Ever 
since she was born Emma has attracted 
much attention. When she was a baby 
museum mamngers tried to get her in 
their shows and scientists sought toex- 
amine her eyes. Of late she has not 
had so much notoriety. _ - 

The defect im the eyes is not a dis- 
figurement ; indeed, it would not be no- 
ticed by the casual observer, although 
clearly to be seeni on careful examina- 
tion. Emma is a pretty little girl, 
rather proud of the attention she at- 
tracts.

OUR SMALLER COLLEGES. 


In Many Kespects They Are Doing Better 
Work Than the Larger Institutions. 
‘*There are a few striking facts about 

the small American college,’’ writes 
Edward W. Bok in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal. ‘‘One striking fact is that 60 
per cent of the brainiest Americans who 
have risen to prominence and success 
are graduates of colleges whose names 
are scarcely known outside of their own 
states, It is afact also that during the 
past ten years the majority of the new 
and best methods of learning have em- 
anated from the smaller colleges and 
have been adopted later by the larger 
ones, Because a college happens to be 
unknown 200 miles from the placo of 
its location does not always mean that 
the college is not worthy of wider re- 
pute. The fact cannot be disputed that 
the most direct teaching and neces- 
sarily the teaching most productive of 
good results is being done in the small- 
er Amorican colleges. 

The names of these colleges may not 
be familiar to the majority of people, 
but that makes them none the less wor- 
thy places of learning. The larger col- 
leges are unquestionably good, but 
there are smaller colleges just as good 
and in some respects better. Some of 
the finest educators we have are attached 
to the faculties of the smaller institu- 
tions of learning. Young girls or young 
men who are being educated at ono of 
the smaller colleges need neyer feel 
that the fact of the college being a 
small one places them ata disadvantage 
in comparison with the friend or com- 
panion who has been sent to a larger 
and better known college. It is not the 
college; it is the student.’’

The other day a pupil in ono of the 
public schools asked the teacher to do a 
little example in grammar, and since 
then what seemed at first to be a simple 
problem has had the serious considera- 
tion of all the pedagogues in the com- 
munity, aud it has been unanimously 
agreed that there is no rulein grammar 
to cover the point raised.

I belieye I mefitioned the fact that they 
were friends. That was true. They were 
up to the moment where one, in a mo- 
ment of indiscretion, attempted to crit- 
icise the other. Of course everybody 
knows that when that occurs all friend- 
_ ship ceases—between actors. Of course 
there were coarse remarks passed, and 
the one who believed in realism and be- 
ing an actor off and on finally folded his 
arms and said, ‘When and where?” 
“Right here, if you like. It’s a short 
job anywhere,”’ 
“You think so, eh? Well, it shall oc- 
_ cur in our fight scene tonight. For once 
_ the public shall see what they pay for. 
‘The plot of the play necessitates that 
you vyauquish me, Weshall see whether 


it is so short a job.”’ 


_ The worst of the quarrel was that 
they were both athletes, good wrestlers 
and boxers and willing. 

The play dragged slowly that night 
“until the fight scene. 

The hero’s line, ‘It is either you or 
I, Reginald Marshallson,’’ was answered 
_ by—in an undertone—‘‘You bet it is, 

and I'll mark you so you won't play for 
month,’’ 
Instead of going to a clinch, as usual, 
they both sparred about for an opening. 
They were too long in finding it, and 
from tho gallery a critic shouted: 
“Wat's de matter wid youse? Why 
don’t ye git togedder?’’ 

Then they both led und landed with 
a wallop, Then they clinched. The vil- 
lain back heeled the hero, and down 
. they went. 

_ “Fight like a man, not like a dog,’’ 
whispered the hero in hoarse tones. 

The yillain allowed him to get on his 
feet, and they began to spar again. 
About the time the gallery got restless 


_ the hero Janded a right on the villain’s 


eye that sent him reeling. Had he reel- 
ed the other way all would haye been 
well, as the hero would have gone on 
weth the piece, but asthe hero crossed 
_ the stage toward him tho realist rushed 
and knocked him down with a swing- 


ing left. 


» Now, by all the laws of melodrama 
the villain at no time should get the 
better of the hero in a personal encoun- 
ter. The gallery knew that and roundly 


Aj hissed the hero for so far forgetting 


himself. The stage manager knew it 
and ran to one of the wings to prompt 
him. The hero knew it, and he went 
back at the villain for keeps. 

They fought for five minutes all over 
‘the stage. They knocked down papier 
mache trees, a stoop to a house and a 
fence, besides each other. The whole 
company stood in the wings watching 
the mill, and the manager cursed and 
made awful threats in a stage whisper, 
but somehow the audience was not im- 
pressed. The gallery yelled: ‘‘Yer 
fakin. Why don’t yo fight?’’ The bal- 
cony, from which on previous nights 
Waves of approval bad broken, sat quiet, 
bored and sullen. The parquet, always 
willing to follow the lead from above 
On previous occasions, now sat glum, 
Waiting until the very bad imitation of 
4 fight should end. 

The hero fought desperately. He must 

win. The plot of the piece worked out 
from his victory, but the villain clinched 
and fought as he had never dreamed of 
fighting. In spite of warnings from the 
wings he refused to be knocked senseless 
and allow the hero to go on and rescue 
‘the girl.

UNUSUAL LEGAL DECISION. 


But It Was Emphatically Indorsed by the 
Spectators. 

“I heard the late Judge John R. 
Grace of the court of appeals of Ken- 
tucky set aside the verdict of a jury 
once under circumstances that to my 
mind did him infinite credit,’’ said Rep- 
resentative John S, Rhea of that state 
to a Washington Post representative. 

“Tt seems that a poor woman, who 
was on the verge of starvation and who 
was the sole support of four little chil- 
dren, went into a neighbor’s smoke- 
house and purloined a piece of bacon. 
The proof was positive, and the jury 
reluctantly returned a verdict of guilty. 
When the finding of the jury was read, 
Judge Grace, who at that time presided 
over the Fourteenth judicial district, 
rising to his feet, said in the most em- 
phatic tones: 

““*The court orders that the verdict 
in this case be set aside, and I want to 
declare here that in all cases where an 
unfortunate woman is on trial for steal- 
ing food, taken to keep her offspring 
from starving, it will require 13 men 
to convict her of the crime in this court. 
The defendant is diseharged from cus- 
tody.’ 

“The announcement was _ greeted 
with applause from the spectators, and 
thé general sentiment was that Judge 
Grace had acted not only as befitted a 
chivalrous man, but that his ruling 
was right. -Theft to keep innocent 
babes from perishing of hunger can 
ecarcely be called a crime.’’ 


She Wears Her Cross. 

The up to date woman wears her 
cross if she is so fortunate as to possess 
one. As an article of jewelry this sym- 
bol of suffering is as popular as it was 
in the days of the grandmothers. When 
the grandmothers were girls, the pos- 
session of a handsome bejeweled cross 
that could be worn as a pin, a hair or- 
nament or a locket amounted almost to 
u badge of aristocracy.

SAFE OPENING AN ART. 


Au Tapert Whe Met Many 
Overcame Them, 

Opening refractory vaults, safes and 
burglar proof chests is a science in itself 
and is surrounded by the utmost secrecy 
by those who make living ont of it, 
Tn a talk to the Chicago Post a man who 
has been in the business 40 years suid: 
‘Tho essential qualification which a 
successful safe opener must possess is an 
intimate and instinctive knowledge of 
the mechanism and workings of every 
variety of combination lock. He must 
be born to the profession and possess 
acute mechanical perception, 

“Nearly every obstinate safe which I 
am called upon to open presents unique 
conditions demanding new and individ- 
nal treatment, The nature of the diffi 
culty must be correctly diagnosed in ad- 
yance or the lock will remain obdurate, 
for machinery does not move by chance. 

“'The biggest bait ever held ont to me 
tame in the form of a proposal from a 
detective with whom I was well ac- 
quainted. It had been supposed that the 
locks made by a certain firm of safe 
manufacturers were proof against the 
manipulations of burglars aud experts, 
but a few days before I was approached 
by the detective I had been called upon 
to open one of these safes and had suc- 
ceeded. The incident gave rise to much 
comment. 

“‘As Iwas sitting alone in my office 
the detective entered and asked me if I

did not wish tomake some money. I 
replied that I was in business for just 
that purpose. He then questioned me 
closely as to my ability to open the par- 
ticular kind of lock in questiou. When 
satisfied that I was easily able to do so, 
he said: 

““*T'll tell you how you can grab off 
$100,000 without the least trouble. The 
boys know where there is a safe of this 
kind which contains $200,000 in pa- 
per currency. It is easy to get at, and 
all you'll have to do is to walk in, after 
they have opened the way, unlock the 
safe, take out $100,000 and leave the re- 
mainder for them. It’s the easiest kind 
of money.’ 

“*By ‘the boys’ the detectye meant a 
notorious gang of burglars which had 
been conducting a series of daring oper- 
ations. I told the detective that I had 
been much given to card playing in my 
youth, thus acquiring a strong prefer- 
ence for a lone hand, and that this pre- 
dilection had become too firmly fixed to 
be changed. He took the hint and left 
my office as soon as possible.’’ 


SEWING ON MEN-OF-WAR. 


How # Sailor May Add Something to His 
Pay From Uncle Sam. 

Visitors on board war yessels in the 
navy yard will very likely see among 
the sailors scattered about the decks 
smoking, talking and so on a sailor at 
work with a sewing machine. Itisa 
hand machine and has a pretty heavy 
base, so that it can be Set down on deck 
and worked easily without shifting its 
position. 

The machine is owned by the man 
working it, On a big ship like, for ex- 
ample,the battleship Indiana, carrying 
a crew of 400 men or more, there would 
probably be found as many as a dozen 
sewing machines. On a third rate 
cruiser, a smaller vessel, such, for il- 
lustration, as the Detroit, there would 
be apt to be four or five sewing ma- 
chines. The machines are oftenest 
owned by sailmakers and sailmakers’ 
mates, but they may be owned by sail- 
ors. Any man on the ship might have 
a sewing machine if he wanted to. 
Space is valuable on a yessel, and s0 
only hand machines are allowed, and 
to bring a machine aboard permission 
must be got from the commanding offi- 
cer. It is not to be supposed that every 
man in the ship would want a sewing 
machine. As a matter of fact compara- 
tively few men do, and those who want 
to take one aboard are not likely to find 
any difficulty in the way. 

A sailor who has a sewing machine 
makes and repairs garments for him- 
self and he does work for others for 
pay. There are not so many sewing ma- 
chines on the yessels.of the new navy 
as there were on those of the old. The 
sailor nowadays makes up less of his 
own outfit than he formerly did. He 
draws more completed articles from the 
government, but there is still plenty of 
work to be done aboard ship with sew- 
ing niachines, and some money to be 
made with them yet.—New York Sun.

A CURIOUS PRODUCT oF INSECT LA- 
BOR IN THE BRITISH MUSEUM, 


How the Fiji Islanders Obtain 
tifal and Kare Specimens The Abbe 
nod Hix Inger * Method of Construct 
Ing a Spider Silk Factory,

“What in the world does the Fiji island 
er do with such a Jarge nightcap?’ was 6 
remark I overheard sn the British wurcuN 
in London. Ax soon ag the ay 
on I atepped forward to the 088 cause inte 
Which he had been looking, und there 
sure enough, was a Nighteap which for 
fize might casily excite an exclamation oj 
surprise from the most ¢ xpectantly curious 
for it was nearly four feet long. 

What was more interesting to me, how 
ever, was the fact that this very curious 
nightcap had been woven by spiders, anc 
naturally I began to wonder how thor 
bright little creatures had gone to work t 
weave it. That they bad had any inten 
tion of inuking such an odd shaped object 
was too absurd to believe fora moment 
but that this nightcap was composed o} 
spider silk was apparent from its beautifu 
light gossamer texture. 

I sought an explanation for it from one 
of the professors connected with the mu 
seum, who, while giving me the informa 


vonker moved 


tion I wanted, took the nightcap out o} 
the case and handed it tome so that ) 
could examine it closely, What first im 

pressed me was the alinost total ubsencs 
of weight, for it hadn't any to speak of. 

Again, I was surprised at the thickness oi 
the material, for whereas in the case it 
looked as though it had but yery littl 
body, now thatI held it in my hands) 
saw that it was nearly an inch thick. 

While gazing with admiration at the 
spiders’ wondrous handiwork I learned 
from the professor how it was made. Ii 
appears that when the Fiji islandcr wants 
one of these nightcaps he makes a light 
framework of sticks and places it in # 
very dark corner where he knows there are 
plenty of spiders. This is actually all that 
tho native docs toward making his night 
cap and leaves the rest to the spiders, he 
ing quite sure that through their indus 
trious offorts the spinning will be done for 
him. ‘ho tropical spiders are much more 
Jayish of their beautiful silk than om 
northorn species, 60 that when the native’s 
rude framework i¢ placed in their, midsi 
they at once set to work to cover up the 
sticks with silk of lightest gold, nor dc 
they cease working until tho framework i: 
completely hidden. Not eyen then do they 
stop if there are still other places in whict 
to spin their webs. Tospin is their nat 
ural industry, and 110 matter what comer 
in their way they work it over in silk at 
they do the native’s framework, 

How long it takes the spiders to mak« 
one of these nightcaps the professor coulc 
not tell me, neither could he tell me jusi 
how the framework was made, althougt 
he thought it probably consisted of thre« 
light sticks. We turned the cap almosi 
inside out in an endeayor to find some par! 


of the framework, but not a particle war 
to be scen. In color it was of a ratha 
dirty white, but Ithink this was due to if 
many traycls. Like the speaker who firs: 
attracted iy attention to this nightcap, i 
wondered what the Fiji islander did witt 
it. However, the professor had no infor 
wiation to give on this point. 

Very little is known about this cap be 
yond the fact that it was made by spiders 
and that if was presented to the muse 
by that well known trayeler and writer 
Miss Gordon Cumming. 

‘Yo find a means of using spider silk fo) 
munufacturing purposes bas long been ar 
object of interest to many scientific men. 
The almost’ innumerable difficulties they 
have met with, however, have so far proyec 
insurmountable. In the first place, it wa: 
found impossible to procure enough nat 
ural insect food to feed the vast multitude 
of spiders which would be required to fur 
nish the silk. Eventually this barricr wat 
overcome and in chopped worms was founc 
a diet which spiders thrived upon. ‘The 
natural combativéness of tho inembers o} 
the spider family is another serious dim 
culty, for they cannot be trusted near one 
another without fighting. Numerous ex 
periments that haye been mado in trying 
to keep large numbers of spiders together 
haye resulted in continual warfare among 
these sayage little creatures, in whict 
great numbers were slain and eaten by the 
stronger members of the community. 

A great deal of ingenuity has been ex 
hibited by scientists in their efforts to dis 
cover a method of getting the silk directly 
from tho living spider and not from the 
cocoons. As far back as 1762 the Abbe 
Raymond de ‘Termeyer labored indus 
triously in this direction and toa certair 
extent met with considerablo success. He 
inyented an odd looking contrivance 
which held tho spider family in place on € 
little stand. In appearance it reminds one 
of the old stocks of Puritan days, for the 
spider’s head and legs protruded througk 
ono side, giving it the appearance of adi 
minutiye culprit undergoing severe punish 
ment for some offense. 

The spider was placed in this position 
which did not hurt it in the least, so that 
its legs could not interfere with tho shreac 
while it was being drawn away from ite 
body. Just back of tho spider the abbe 
placed a little reel on which to reel the 
silk. The most ingenious conception of the 
whole idea occurred when tho abbe wishe¢ 
to begin reeling. ‘Lhe spider was scourels 
fixed in the stocks, as it were, but a way 
had to be thought out as to how to Induce 
tho spider to spin out its thread. The abbe 
hit upon on idea as simplo as it was in 
genious. It consisted merely of giving the 
captive spider a fly, which tho creature 
quickly seized with its foct and jaws. 

As tho spider in its natural haunts wat 
used to Lnmediately opon its spinnerett 
and throw out threads just as soon us {; 
captured an insect, £6 now, on being fed & 
fly, the spider unconsciously threw oul 
threads as if to swatho the fly, The end 
of these threads were then quickly fastence 
to the reel by the quick witted abbe, Thi 
was then slowly turned and the silk 
wound off as with the silkworm’s cocoon 

From timo to time we read of yariour 
articles which hayo been mado from spider 
silk. A royal garment of this materla 
was woven for Queen Victoria by some 0) 
ber loyal subjects in her worldwide en 
pire, and thero is a number of other in 
stances Which I cannot now recall,—Nov 
York Lodger.

ON THE GRAND BANKS, 


How the Cod and Halibut Are Taken by 
the Sinall Vessels. 

_ Gustav Kobbe writes an article en- 
titled ‘On the Grand Sanketite Else. 
where’ for St. Nicholas, Mr. Kobbe 
Bays: 

‘Lhe trawlers are generally fou 
the Grand banks, the hand eee 
the western bank and Qnuiro, These 
hand lines are smaller vessels with 
féwer dories, aud the men fish with 
hand lines, one man and two lines to a 
dory. The hand liner sits in the middle 
of his dory, with a compartment in ita 
stern and another in its bow for his 
catch. When you see the bow sticking 
far up in the air, you kow the fisherman 
has his stern load. Then, as fish after 
fish flushes into the other compartment, 
the bow settles, and when the dory is 
onan even keel the hand liner pulls 
back to the vessel. * 

The trawlers bait with fresh herring, 
mackerel and squid, the hand liners 
with salt clams. The catch of both is 
split and salted, and the vessel has a 
full “fare,’’ or catch, when she has 
‘wet her salt’’—that is, used up all 
her salt—and is full of fish. A trawler’s 
voyage lasts about 8 weeks, a hand 
liner’s 11. : 

A trawler’s crew receives no wages, 
but fishes on shares. First the captain 
gets a percentage; of the remainder, one 
half goes to the vessel, which ‘‘finds’’— 
that is, supplies the gear, stores, salt 
and half the bait—and the other half 
the captain and crew in equal shares, 
which ron from $110 to $150 and even 
to $250. 

But among the hand liners each man 
is paid according to what he catches, 
the ‘‘fare’’ from euch dory being weigh- 
ed as itis taken aboard. This stimu-— 
lates competition. There is judgment 
in knowing where to fish or how long 
to stay over acertain spot, and even the 
quickness with which a line is hauled 
in will make a perceptible difference at 
the endof a day's fishing. It means 
something to be ‘‘high line,’’ as they — 
call the best fisherman, at the cud of a 
voyage, and those who win this distinc- — 
tion time and again, as some do, be- 
come known as “‘killers’’ and “big 
fishermen.’’ 

The main catch on the banks is cod 
and. halibut. There is also afleetof 
small American vessels which pursues 
the merry swordfish. Swordfishing is 
good sport—whaling on asmallscale. A 
man, dart in hand, stands in the ves- 
sel’s bow, supported by a semicircular 
iron brace. When near enough tothe 
fish, he lets fly the dart. Aswordfish 
may weigh 850 pounds. One can tow a — 
dory a mile, anda piece of the sword 
has been found driyen through the bot- 
tom of a pilotboat.

WORLD'S WHEAT HARVEST 


EUROPEAN COUNTRIES UNABLE TO 
EXPORT GRAIN. 


Estimates ef the Austrian Ministry of Ag- 
ricultare — Canada Classed as the Most 
Important of the Exporting Countries 


A despatch from Budapest, says—The 
Ministry of Agriculture has issued its 
annual estimate, in which it 
the world’s harvest as extraordinary- 
ily light. The totalyield of wheat is 
placed at 573,700,000 metric hundred- 
weight, while the present annual 
quirements are estimated at 655,150,000 
metric hundredweight. It is calculat- 
ed that for 1897 and 1898 there will be 
a shortage of 50,800,000 hundredweight. 
The stocks remaining on hand from 
1896 are approximately estimated -at 
somewhere between 38,000,000 and 45,- 
000,000. The total supply for the year, 
reckoning both the present stocks and 
the harvest, is estimated at from 610,- 
000,000 to 651,000,000 metric hundred- 
weight. ‘ 

The world’s deficits are estimated as 
follows:t—Rye, 193,200,000 bushels; bar- 
ley, 106,400,000; oats, 162,400,000; and 
corn, 165,200,000. The report states 
that many reporting countries, 
European Turkey, Egypt, Australia, 
and Austria-Hungary, will either be 
unable to export grain or will becom- 

led to import, while others, includ- 
ing British India, Argentina, and 
Chili, will have their wheat export 
considerably reduced. - 

The favored countries are Canada 
and the United States, the former of 
which will soon be ane of the most 
important of the exporting countries, 
its excess over last year’s production 
being 7,000,000 bus! of wheat and 
20,000,000 of oats. Its output of all 
sorts of grain was 270,000,000 of bush- 
els. : . 
‘he yield of wheat in Great Britain 
this season is fifty million of bushels 
against 63,000,000 bushels last year, _ 

The wheat area of British India is 
reduced from 23,000,000 acres to 18,000,- 
000 acres, and the wheat yield fram 
234,500,000 bushels to 212,000,500 bushels. 
The United States, which has reduced 
ity area sown in oats by 2,000,000 acres, 
that sown in corn by a million acres, 
while that in other grains remains near- 
ly unchanged, will nevertheless dis- 
pose of 544,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
against 434,000,000 bushels last ear, 
allowing the exportation of 160,000,000 
bushels of wheat, while the exports of

SUN-SPOTS AND THE WEATHER. 


The imteresting question jwhether 
there is any measurable influence ex- 
erted upon the earth's atmosphere, and 
particularly upon what we call “the 
weather,” by the black spots on the sun 
is again under discussion. Sun-spots in- 
crease and decrease in size and number 
periodically, the average time from one 
maximum of spots to jinother being 
about eleven years, At present the 
spots are becomimg less numerous, and 
their minimum period is approaching. 
At a recent sneeting of the Royal 
Meteorological Society Mr. A. B. Mac- 
Dowall gave reasons for believing that, 
as the sun-spot minimum draws near, 
there is a tendency toward greater heat 


in the summer and greater cold in the 
winter than is the case near the sun- 
spot maximum. The part of the world 
specially considered by Mr. MacDow- 
all was eastern Europe, but if Europe 
is affected by sun-spots, America must 
be affected by them also.

Edward W. Bok, writing on the 

theme ‘On Being Old-Fashioned” in 

the September Ladies’ Home Journal,

Clubs by the score, societies by the hun- 
dred, schemes and plans by the thous- 
and were started, organized and devised 
to rid ‘ poor woman’ of her ‘ thraldom.’ 
And these * progressive’ women were so 
busy for the elevation of their sex! But 
there were a few hundred thousand wo- 
men who kept right on being busy ele- 
vating their children, helping their hus- 
bands, and believing that the sex in 
general was perfectly able to take care 
of itself. And these women are still 
busy sewing, cooking aad caring for 
their children. And, gradually, they 
have seen sewing classes introduced in 
college and seminary courses, domestic

WITH THE OCEAN FLYERS, 


WONDERFUL INCREASE IN THE 
SPEED OF STEAMSHIPS. 
— 

A Suggestion That the Limit Was Nearly 
Been Reached—How Fast the Big Fel- 
lows Go, 

\A- slow but steady increase in the 
speed of steamships has been effected 
ever since that class of vessels first 
came into existence. Greater length, 
finer models, higher boiler pressures, 
and engines that were lighter in pro- 
Portion to the horse power developed 
are among the causes which haye-con- 
tributed to such a result. At present 
the limit for ocean liners and first- 
class cruisers is about 22 knots. A few 
private yachts do better than this, 
But the best time at sea is made by 
torpedo-boat destroyers. Two or three 
years ago 27 and 23 knots was the 
maximum speed of such craft. France 
now has two and England fiveor six 


destroyersable to make between 30 and 
31 knots, and severdl more have been 


Rrracctan which must attain a speed 
of 82 in ppaes to ba accepted. ‘That 
marvel of marine architecture and 


engineering, the Turbinia, hasalready 

exceeded this figure, however, having 

spurted at the rate of 34 knots. a re- 

cord not likely to be beaten ‘for some 

months at least—perhaps not for 

years. 
A POSSIBLE OBSTACLE 


to great advances in speed in the fu- 
ture, dimly hinted at in 1895, was dis- 
cussed at length a few weeks ago, at 
a scientific congress in England, by 
Sydney W. Barnaby. When the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Daring made her 
first trial trip two years ago, she 
failed to develop the speed which 
had been expected by her designers and 
builders. There seemed to be an un- 
accountable waste of power somewhere. 
Mr. Barnaby diagnosed the case, reach- 
ed a certain conclusion as to the na- 
ture of the trouble, and prescribed a 
remedy. He recommended some changes 
in the screws, and his advice was fol- 
lowed. ‘he diameters remained “the 
Same, and the slant, or pitch, of the 
blades was unaltered. But the blades 
were broadened, so that the whole area 
of each screw was increased froma 
trifle under nine square feet to a trifle 
under thirteen. The speed of the 
boat was thus increased from 24 knois 
to 28.4, with the same expenditure of 
power, and the slip of the screws 
was diminished from 30 to 17 3-4 per 
cent. 

Mr. Barnaby’s theory was that the 
high speed at which the screws were 
rotated formed cavities in the water 
on their front surfaces, and that this 
“cavitation,” as he calls the phenome- 
non, produced the increase of “slip” 
and waste of power. Since that time 
he has made some experiments of his 
own that strengthen his convictions, 
and he also finds something in the ob- 
servations of other men (o confirm hi8 
views as to the genuineness of the evil 
referred to. In his recent address, 
therefore, he remarks: 


CAVITATION CAUSES TROUBLE. 


“That cavitation will be the cause 
of trouble in the future, is, I thi Ie, 
certuin, Already it is becoming diffi- 
cult to obtain the requisite area in 
screws of destroyers without either 
resorting to an abnormal width of blade 
or to a larger diameter and pitch ratio 
than would otherwise have been pre- 
ferable The one expedient gives un- 
due surface friction, and the other ne- 
cessitates a reduction in the rate of 
revolution, and, therefore, a heavier 
engine.’ In other words, the line of 
procedure which be advised in regard 
to the Daring has already been follow- 
ed as far as practicable,

other means to prevent cavitation is 
evident from the success of the ‘ur- 
binia. ‘he remarkable speed of that

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Call for a Prohibition Convention, 

Tho call is being issued for a national 
prohibition conference at ‘Toronto on 
Oct, 29rd, for the organization of a new 
political temperance federation, 

The call is issued by the Dominion 
Board of the Royal Templars of Temper- 
ance, which was in session last week, 
The reason assigned for restricting the 
membership of the federation to temper- 
ance bodies is that in the conference to 
which churches and religious bodies 
have been called, the prohibition work- 
ers have been swamped in their efforts 
to secure the adoption of independent 
aggressive policies by those present, 
who, while sympathizing with the pro- 
hibition cause, were not themselves 
identified with the activities of the 
movement.

STREET CAR CONDUCTORS, 


Chey Work Harder and Rate Lower Than 
Their Steam Road Brothers. 

You often think it’s hard for the pan- 
songer conductor of au accommodation 
train which stops at two or threo sta- 
tions to the mile to tell who has paid 
hs fare and who has not. Tho conduct- 
or of a short run accommodation train 
especially must be a peculiarly gifted 
mun, Ho must be at once both cool 
headed and even tempered, or if not he 
is a total failure, 

But if the requisites of a railroad 
conductor are such, what are the re- 
quirements of the man who runs a com- 
mon street car? Why, as much as those 
of the railroad man and several times 
hore. The railroad accommodation con- 
ductor on one of the short run trains 
which leave the big cities has little 
more work, little more responsibility 
and requires less real skill than the man 
who by grace is called ‘‘conductor'’ on 
a trolley car of one of our cities. 

Both men, of course, have thousands 
of cures, Tho railrond man has a certain 
number of stops to make and a certain 
schedule time allowed for getting over 
his ran of the railroud., The street car 
conductor bas av uncertain number of 
stops to muko, yet he still bas his cer- 
tain scheduled time to make on bis ran, 
aud he must make it, too, or be able to 

give an ‘‘A No.“1"’ excuse for failure. 

Tho railroad conductor is always the 
biggest man on his train, Is ever tho 
street car conductor the biggest, unless 
every passenger is off and the motorman 
also? These things make it hard for the 
patient mau, who must be polite aud 
who is expected by the company for 
which he works and spurréd on by a 
dozen or so shurp eyed ‘‘spotters,’’ or 
‘street car detectives,’’ as they call 
themselves, to feel as lovely as a spring 
morning, aud they make his already 
nervous work doubly so, The railroad 
conductor doesu’t meet that phase of 
existence oucu in a decade, or if 80 not 
any oftener. 

No one presumes to expect so much 
from the knight of the ticket punch us 
he does from the knight of the trolley 


rope. Every one who travels on street 
cars expects the conductor to know 


every cross street on his line and just 
where it strikes that street, and, in- 
decd, he should know this much, but in 
addition he is expected to know every 
oue who lives on the streets along 
which his line rans, every one who 
lives on all the countless streets which 
cross the route of his car and then all 
the immediate streets and their inhabit- 
ants the whole length of his line. The 
street car conductor: is expected to be 
porter as well on his car. He must help 
peoplo on and off, lift up and lift 
down huge baskets and bundles, never 
get tired of all the questions which 
ouly the city directory could answer, 
and then, in addition, keep all of the 
Strict rnles of the company for which 
he works und sce toit that all of his 
passengers do so too. For this work he 
gets $2 or $2 25 u day, while the rail-

MONEY TO BURN. 


They Burned It and Later Wished They 
Had Kept the Fuel. 

“When Burnside made his mud march 
on to Fredericksburg, we men in the 
advance had some gay times,’’ remarked 
a veteran of the civil war. ‘It was a 
long while before the Johnnies would 
let us cross the river, but when we did 
get ncross we made the fellows who had 
been shooting at us forthe past three 
hours get right up and dust for safer 
quarters, The infantry soon followed us 
aud took up their position along the 
river toward Falmouth, whilo we skir- 
wished through the town. When we 
came to the Planters’ hotel, we just 
walked in and took possession. LEvery- 
body had deserted the place and we did 
just as we pleased. In going through 
pone of tho rooms I came across three 
bundles of Confederate notes Each 
bundle was labeled to contain $5,000, 
and as I held them aloft I shouted to 
the rest of the men that we now had 
money to bury. They laughed, aud I 
thrust the notes in my pocket. The 
Johunies had taken or destroyed every- 
thing to eat, and, as for liquor, there 
wasn't any in the town. 

“After satisfying ourselves that there 
was nothing further to be had in the 
Planters’ hotel we sallied forth and 
walked up toward the home of the 
mother of our country—George Wush- 
ington’s mother. Wo had had no break- 
fast yet, and now it was closo on to 
noon. One of my companions bad some 
coffee in his haversack, so I thought we 
might havo a little coffeo if nothing 
else. Well, we got the coffee out and 
then discovered that we had uo firewood. 
There was some tall swearing just at 
that time, for the Johnnies hadn’t left 
80 much as a match behind them. 

““Dve got itl’ I cried, and I hauled 
out the three bundles of notes I had 
found in the Planters’ hotel. My ex- 
pression was greeted with a shout by 
my companions aud—we had money to 
burn. We soon had the fire going and 
the coffee cooked. Need I say to any 
soldier that we enjoyed our coffee at a 
price which seems rather high—$15,- 
000? We were soon through and marched 
back into the town only to see our men 
trying to buy some tobacco without 
money. How strange it seemed! They 
had not a cent, while we had money to 
burn and burned if. 

“Four years after I regretted having 
had this money and burned it. While 
in Washington in the winter of 1865 I 
had the mortification of seeing an ad- 
vertisement for this identical package 
of notes and offering 50 per cent on 
their face value for their return. They 
were Virginia state bank notes; hence 
their value, Whenever I hear thata 
man has money to burn I think of my 
$15,000 and shed a tear of regret that I 
burned it.’’—New York Telegram.

Tilt at a Bangnet Between Two Well 
Known Men, 

“*That reminds me,’’ remarked an old 
pioneer to a San Francisco Post reporter, 
when General Halleck’s name was men- 
tioned, ‘‘of the banquet we gave Hal- 
leck in 1865, when he returned from the 
war, The people here were proud of 
him, for he had more than regained the

An Acid Proof Glue. 

The following has been recommended 
as producing a cement which will fas- 
ten glass or porcelain, eto., together 
firmly and will not be affected by strong 
acids: Mix together two parts of pow- 
dered asbestus, one part of barium sul- 
phate and two parts of sodium silicate of 
specific gravity 1.50. A still firmer glue 
oan be made which is particularly valua- 
ble, since it is not attacked by hot acids, 
by mixing together two parts of sodium 
silicate, one part of the finest sand and 
one part of finely pulverized asbestus. 
If potassium silicate is used instead of 
the sodium salt, the glue will harden 
immediately, but otherwise it will re- 
quire about an hour to set. —Exchange.

Soldicrs’ Beds, 


The soldier's bed varies notably in the 
different European armies, According 
to Dr. Viry, the following are the prin- 
cipal varieties, in which, perhaps, we 
may see the reflection of national char- 
acteristics. In England the bed is hard. 
The soldier lies on a thin mattress that 
rests on canvas stretched over a frame. 
In Spain the soldier has only a straw 
bed, but he is allowed besides this a pil- 
low, two sheets, two blankets and a 
covered quilt, sometimes even a cover 
for the feet. It is almost sybaritic. In 
Germany and Austria he has a simple 
straw bed with one or two covers, 
neither sheet nor mattress. In Russia, 
until recently, the soldier slept with 
his clothes on on a camp bed, but now 
ordinary beds begin to te used—the re- 
sult of contact with more civilized 
countries. After this it cannot be doubt- 
ed that the French soldier’s bed is the 
best of all, with its wooden or iron bed- 
steal, a straw bed, a wool mattress, 
sheets, a brown woolen coverlet and 
an extra quilt for cold weather. Thus 
the bed of the French soldier is the soft- 
est of all soldiers’ beds, as that of the 
French peasant is acknowledged also to 

be the best of all European countries. — 
British Medical Record.

Insomnia is a widespread American 
disease, It afflicts the best brains of this 
rountry—lawyers, teachers aud other 
professionals and especially men of 
affairs whose minds are overtaxed with 
a multitude of harassing, incessant busi- 
ness details, It is caused by an undue 
distension of the arteries supplying the 
red blood to the brain, resulting in an- 
relieved pressure on tho nerve cells of 
tho gray matter, eveytuating in pro- 
longed wakefulness during the night, 
ata time when they should be allowed 
fo remain quiescent and recuperate the 
tissue wasted during the active hours 

of the day. Shakespeare poetically says, 
‘’1is sleep knits up the raveled sleeve 
of cure.’’ This is ulso true scicutilically 
and physiologically. It is capable of 
being expanded into a whole treatise. 
With the lightninuglike glance of genius 
he saw into the very structure of nerve 
tissue, the cuuse of its wear and tear 
aud the remedy, 

Dr, Samuel Johnson in his ponderous 
dictionary defined a ‘‘net’’ to be ‘‘an 
interwoven decussated tissue of mesh- 
es.'’ Each cell in the brain has this 
character. Magnified several hundred 
diameters it would resemble the net- 
work covering a small balloon. In the 
morning, after a refreshing night's rest, 
each cell ig expanded, alert with life, 
and has the faint pink glow of health. 
At evening, after a long day’s work 
over some exhausting mental occupa- 
tion, this cell is flaccid and collapsed, a 
portion of its substance gone, and it is 
unfit for further immediate work. 

A night’s natural sleep repairs the 
waste, tho life giving blood in gentle, 
regular pulsations flows by and the 
proper element is taken out of each 
globule and incorporated into tho struc- 
ture of the nerve cell, so that on awak- 
ening it is again restored, alert and 
ready to receive and send out messages 
and do its proper work. Sleep has knit 
together again the meshes rayeled out 
by care. Tho action of 1,000,000 of 
these cells packed togetherin the brain, 
like Leyden jars in a battery, is analo- 
gous to electricity, but not at all identi- 
cal with it. 

One has sometimes in the country 
noticed a lone forest lightning struck 
tree slowly decaying as the seasons roll 
by in the alternations of rain and frost- 
and wind. First the small twigs become 
brittle, break off and fall, then larger 
branches and limbs and finally the many 
thousand subdivisions are reduced to 
about three large stumps supported by 
the blasted trunk with the rotten bark 
clinging toit. As age creeps slowly on 
the animal body the small ramifications 
of blood vessels in the face, for instance, 
wither and die and then larger vessels, 
leaving pits called “‘wrinkles.’’ The 
same thing happens in the interior of 
the brain, but this is invisible on the sur- 
face. Instead of muny fine subdivisions 
of ‘arteries reaching every part of the 
structure and thus irrigating it with 
the red life giving fluid these dry up, 
are absorbed and larger ones and fewer 
in number result, Into these the blood 
has a tendency to pour at night during 
sleep, on slight provocation resulting 
in undue distension and engorgement, 
and consequent wakefulness, thus pro- 
ducing the well known disease ‘‘insom- 
nia,’’ which, if prolonged, results in 
brain wreck and insanity. 

Let the sufferer look to the health of 
his whole body by outdoor exercise, 
open air and regular diet, amend and 
correct tho general health or use tonic 
baths at the proper time of the day be- 
foro retiring or on rising. Taking a 
slight repast before going to bed so as 
to draw a surplus of blood from the 
brain and eleyating the head on pillows 
so as to allow gravitation to assist in 
draining the blood from the brain are 
good. 

Periodicity is of great assistance. Go- 
ing to bed at exactly the same hour 
every night, the firm and strong belief 
in the fact that you will sleep at that 
hour, the diversion of the mind just be- 
fore retiring by some light reading, 
amusement, work or exercise will help. 
Refuse, if possible, to discuss or dwell 
apon mournful, irritating or unfortu- 
nate personal topics or afflictions. Should 
the sufferer suddenly awake in the night 
before the allotted hours for repose haye 
passed, his best plan is not to lie awake 
in bed ‘in the dark staring yacantly. 
The oversensitive miud conjures many 
gloomy thoughts at this time in the 
deep, still darkness of the night, when 
all outside day sounds and noises haye 
ceased their distraction. These cases 
can be successfully treated at home, 
and not by drags. Haye a night tuble 
handy, light a candle, arise, throw off 
and air the bed clothes, sit up, with a 
convenient wrapper around you, in an 
easy chair, having first thrown open a 
foor or window to completely change 
the yitiated air of the room. Of course 
one must have a chamber to himself to 
do this, All the conditions external be- 
ing changed will tend to produce a 
change of those internal of the body- 
tho brain aud the nerves, After a suit, 
able interval one can again close the 
doors and windows, replace covers and 
retire to approaching slumber. 

This was the method of Benjamin 
Fravklin, who had a large, active brain, 
filled with multitudinous private and 
public affairs, during a long aud activo 
life, and he found it tosucceed. (See his 
autobiography.) Different remedjes will 
suit difforent constitutions. The same 
will not do for all alike. Kach person 
must study his own ease, the moral and 
physical causes, remoye these and find 
out what will best soothe his exhausted 
neryes and induce peaceful repose.—

AN OLD DEATH WARRANT. 


The Document Which Sent a Murderer to 
the Gallows, 


- The following death warrant, probably 
the oldest document of the kind in exist- 
encein this country, was recently discoy- 
ered among the old papers in the court- 
house at Carlisle, Cumberland county, Pa. 
The document is yellow with age, in a 
good state of preservation, and the writing 
is as neat and regular as copperplate print. 
Tt reads ns follows: 

“Cumberland County: At a Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, beld- at Carlisle, for 
the county of Cumberland, beforo Francis 
West and William Smith, Esq’rs, Justices 
of the said court, and the following assist- 
ants, to wit: Lhomas Willson, John Welsh, 
John Montgomery, John Agnew, Robert 
Miller and Jonathan Holm, on the 10th 
day of June, 1760, by virtue of commis-

Two Cents’ Worth of Gas. 


In a lecture recently delivered at the 
Royal Victoria hall, London, Professor 
Carlton J. Lambert stated that 87 cubic 
feet of gas, which is yalued at 1 penny 
(2 cents), and weighs about 114 pounds, 
can generate about a pound of water 
when burned and about 19 cubic feet of 
carbonic acid. It can heat 80 gallons of 
wator from 50 degrees to 110 degrees for a 
bath, or it can boil 8 gullons of water in 
good kettles and make ten for 64 persons. 
It can work a one horsepower gas engine 
for one hour, or lift a weight of 88 tons 
10 feet high, doing the work of six men 
for one hour. It can smelt 10 pounds of 
iron and makoa casting in 20 minutes, 
which ordinarily would require two hours 
and 80 pounds of coke. It can braze a 
metal joint in two minutes, which would 
Wquire 20 minutes in a forge. If burned 
inaGinch flue for yentilation purposes, 
it can induce 80,000 cubie feet of pure alr, 
It can givo you a brilliant Ught (Welsbach 
incandescent) of 50 candle power for nine 
hours. It can, ina good radiating stove, 
comfortably warm a room 16 foct square 
foran hour. It can cusily cook a dinner 
for eight persons.— Practical Engincer.

ADET’S PROCLAMATION. 


The breaking out of the French re- 
volution found the public mind in the 
United States divided; the rising party | 
of Democrats, stimulating by ideas of 
liberty, by hatred of England, and gra- 
titude to France, eager to throw the 
whole weight of the influence of the ris- 


ing republic of America into the scale 
in favour of the French republic, the 
French Ambassadors in the United 
States, Genet. Fauchet and Adet, in- 
trigued with the leaders of this party, 
and set the laws at defiance. In 1796 
Adet issued a proclamation, addressed 
to the French-Canadians, in which he 
announced that the French Republic 
having defeated Spain, Austria and 
Italy, was now on the point of attaok- 
ing England, beginning with her col- 
onies ,and he invited the Canadians to 
rally to his standard. Public men of 
the United Slates were led away with 
the idea ,and Monroe, in his correspond- 
ance from Paris ,spoke of the easy con- 
quest of Canada and while French- 
men hoped to reconquer it for France, 
Americans hoped no less sanguinely, to 
add it to the domain of their own re- 
public. To inaugurate a revolution in 
Canada, Adet employed David McLane, 
a citizen of the United States, or per- 

haps led him by genial words and vague 

promises to the mad attempt which 

cost him his life. After all, there is 

no definite proof of connection of 

Adet with it, MoLane having been 


hung on the evidence simply of his own 
statements. 


A YANKEE SPECULATOR.

THE CZAR'S ARMY. 


Russia Can Vlace a Mighty Milatary Force 
in the Field. 


The army of the czar is composed of 
twenty-one corps d’arme divided up 
into fourteen  conscriptions. The 
Btrength of each corp is about 46,000 
men. The infuntry comprises about 
165 regiments of the line, twenty regi- 
ments of chusseurs, sixteen regiments 
of grenadiers and twelve regiments of 


the guard This isa very finearmy, 
well organized, of Greal resisting pow- 
6r and prodigious tenacity. It is 
armed with ow repeating rifle very 
much like the l’rench Lebel, and which 
is highly esteemed by the Russian 
generals.

CLOVER HAY FOR HORSES. 


There seems to be a great prejudice 
in the minds of the public against-clov- 
er hay for road or driving horses. That 
this is common, especially so in cities, 
is fully proven by the greater demand 
for Timothy hay, and its very much 
higher price over olover. Chemical 
analysis shows that clover has by far 
the greater feeding value, especially in 
those elements necessary for the fast- 
driving road horses, and the experience 
of everyone who has sensibly experi- 
mented in the matter fully substan- 
tiated the claims of chemistry. The 
facts are that clover hay is much bet- 
ter for all hay-eating animals, and that 
they can do mere work and drive far- 
ther on the same weight. The trouble 
is it isteo good; itisso much more 
palatable to the horse that if his rack 
be stuffed, so he cam eat his fill, he 
will gorge himself so as to be rendered 
unfit for fast driving. It is like a 
boy with some dainty of which he is 
very fond and then putting him ta 
hard work or close thinking, or like 
turning a lot of hungry cows into a 
fresh clover pasture, from which they 
are sure to be troubled with hoven, 
not because the food is unwholesome, 
but so good that they eat so rapidly 
as to retard digestion. With mangers 
filled ever so full of ‘Timothy, especi- 
ally as usually cut, much over-ripe, 
the horse will not eat too much. There 
is nothing to tempt his appetite. ‘lo 
feed clover hay to a road or driving 
horse the feeder should use his judg- 
ment and give just what the horse 
needs and no more, Let it be eaten 
ever so quickly, the horse should have 
no more until the next feeding time. 
‘The feeder’s brains and not the horses 
belly should be the judge as to what 
he should receive. There is as much 
digestible, rnuscle-supporting food in 
one pound of clover hay as in two and 
one-half times as much Timothy, and 
as much carbohydrates, /‘weight for 
weight, and 50 per cent more fat or 
food of energy. Early cut, bright, 
well-cured clover hay and oats make an 
ideal food for a driving horse, fed in 
proper quantity. Then, if the owner 
wants to amuse his horse ‘between 
meals, fill his manger with any kind 
of atraw; but if the straw is bright 
and has been well housed he will eat 
too much for his own good in fast 
driving. For a growing colt there is 
no feed so good as clover hay and 
wheat bran.

FLEETEST OF BATTLE SHIPS. 


Japan's New Armor-Clad Shows Wonderful 
Speed on Her Trial Trip. 


All the world has been interested 
in the phenomenal performance of the 
new Japanese battle ship Yashima, 
which on her recent trial trip attained 
the remarkable speed of 19.46 knots 
during a run of one hour, and a sus- 
tained average speed of 19.22 knots for 
the four hours of the trial thus show- 
ing herself to be without doubt the 
swiftest battleship afloat. 

The Yashima and her sister ship, the 
Fuji, are the product of the Thames 
Shipbuilding Company's yard, and in 
them Japan possesses the two most 
powerful fighting machimes that have 
yet appeared in the waters of the 
Orient. 

The Yashima, and the same descrip- 
tion applies to the Fuji, is very similar 
in general type to the Majestic class 
of Sritish Lattle ships. They are 
built on the bracketed system, andare 
extensively subdivided, there beingin 
each ship no less than two hundred wa- 
tertight compartments, ‘he material 
used in construction is mild steel, and 
the armor plates are all treated on 
the Harvey system. — 

There are four complete decks, the 
upper one of which runs from end to 
end of the vessel and is surmounted by 
a superstructure deok running from 
the fore to the after barbette, and 
above this again are the navigation 
bridges. The officers and crew are 
commodiously berthed on the main 
deck, on Which are also quarters for 
an admiral and his stall. — 

The main battery consists of four 
12-inch 49-ton guns, placed in pairsin 
the barbettes forward and ait the sup- 
erstructure, and ten 6b-inch rapid fire 
guns, of which three are placed on 
either side of the upper deck and two 
on cither side of the main deck, all in 
the central ‘part of the vessel and 
commanding wide ranges of fire. The 
secondary battery consists of twenty 
8-pounder rapid fire guns and four 
2 |-2-pounders for use in the topsand 
boats,

Prohibitionists and the Elections.

While the Dominion Alliance is pre- 
paring for the plebiscite campaign, the 
executive of the Ontario Alliance is 
taking action to secure control of the 
next Ontario Legislature in the inter- 
ests of restricted liquor license legisla- 
tion, and to secure a general series of 
local option contests throughout the 
province at the municipal elections in 
January next. A special call to the 
local temperance committees is now be- 
ing sent out to the secretaries and rep- 
resentative prohibitionists in all parts 
of Ontario, 

In regard to the approaching general 
elections, the call says :—"' It is imposs- 
ible to over-estimate the importance of 
prompt and persistent electoral action 
in view of the approaching dissolution 
of the Legislative Assembly. The pres- 
ent Legislature has shown itself to be 
far behind public opinion on the temper- 
ance question. The convention wisely 
urged the duty of taking a more active 
part in election work, 

“The prohibitionists of Ontario are 
definitely committed to action as well 


f At ® meeting of the County Board of 
Examiners held in connection with the 
opening of the Model School, it was re- 
solved that hereafter applicants for re- 
newals of third-class certificates should, 
at the final examination of the Model 
School, be required to make on each 
subject of examination (including prac- 
tical teaching) 50 per cent. of the marks 
and 60 per cent. of the aggregate num- 
ber of marks. The standard required 
from Model students is 40 per cent. and 
60 per cent. 

After some years’ experience, candi- 
dates for renewals should, at the M. S, 
examination ,take a higher position than 
the inexperienced M. S. student, In 
the past, the majority have not done so, 
not a few having got barely marks 
enough to pass. In some cases, failure 
has been the result of the attempt to 
pass the examination, This is, surely 
not creditable. Lack of professional 
growth, not to speak of professional 
retrogression, is not one of the charac- 
teristics of efficient teachers. 

The Board have recommended candi- 
dates for renewals, whenever such a 
course is practicable,to attend the Model 


as agitation, We have legislation by 
which the voters of any municipality 
may absolutely prohibit the retail sale 
of liquor. Local option by-laws have 
already been adopted in a number of 
municipalities. In no case has any of 
these by-laws been repealed. A little 
effort now may secure the introduction 
into municipal councils of such by-laws, 
which may be read a first and second 
time, and submitted to the voters at the 
municipal elections on January 8rd 
next. Such efforts and agitation will 
be powerful educating agencies, and 
may result in at once wiping out the 
liquor traffic in many localities.” 


Steel Tracks for Wagon Roads. 


Among the experiments looking te 
road improvement being conducted by 
the office of Road Inquiry in the United 
States Agricultural Department is one 
involving the use of steel trackways on 
wagon roads. With the view of pro- 
moting more extended experiments ar- 
rangements have been concluded with 
a large iron company for rolling special 
rails for this purpose. The Road In- 
quiry director and the engineers of the 
ivon company have, it is said, agreed 
upon a plan of track which promises to 
meet all requirements. No wood is used 
in construction and no cross-ties are 
used for support. The track consists of 
a simple iuverted trough or channel of 
steel for each wheel, with a slightly 
raised bead on the inside to guide the 
wheels, each channel resting in a bed 
of gravel and the two tied together oc- 
casionally to prevent spreading. Spe- 
cial devices for remounting are provided 
at each point. The bear or tread .for 
wheels is eight inches wide and about 
seven-eighths of an inch thick. The 
structure will weigh about one hundred 
tons per mile of single-track road, and 
will be furnished in small sections at 
the rate of $3500 per mile. The first or- 
der for the track has been given by the 
New York State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station.— World. 


The Toronto News says :—'' The Pat- 
rons of Industry have held their last 
general meeting, and in the future as a 
combined political party this association 
of agriculturists will never be a figure. 
This statement was made by a member 
of that party. It has been known for 
some time that the ties which bound 
the party together were gradually be- 
coming less firm. ‘The desertion of the 
Grand Vice-President to become a civil 
servant of the Dominion Government 
was o shock that could not well be over- 
come. A number of members decided 
to adopt his example. ‘There were in 
‘Toronto last week a number of members 
of the party, members of parliament, 
who did not attend the gathering. For 
this reason it was decided not to re-elect 
a vice-president, and to transact form- 
al business, pass resolutions, and quit. 
The Patrons secret organization or 
a social organization may exist for some 
time, but as a political concern itis no 
more. Somecandidates may be appoint- 
ed by county organizations, and run as 
independent, candidates at the next 
election.”

ANoTHER GoLp Fisip, —A Port Ar- 
thur speeial says; '' A report has reach- 
ed here of another gold find towards the 
eastern end of Lake Superior, about 
forty miles north-west of Michipicoten. 
The ore is reputed to be rich in free gold 
and Mr. H, F. Eberts of Detroit, a min- 
ing engineer and explorer, who has 
spent many years on the north shore of 
Lake Superior is credited with making 
the find. 


Out of sixty-six samples of commer- 
cial or table Sie analyzed by 
officials of the inland revenue depart- 
ment, Ottawa, only three were found to 
be genuine mustard.

‘The three samples 
of genuine mustard were ,the English 
made.

No more curious romance than “The 
Accuser,” by M. Jules Claretie, has ap- 
peared for a long time. Tt is based on 
the theory that when a man is mur- 
dered the image of his murderer can 
be seen in his eye, “The Acouser "in 
this instance is the victim's eye. 

M. Claretie, explains why he wrote 
a story on such a subject, “rue, the 
idea isa mere hypothesis,” be says, “but 
peasanis will tell you that if you look 
into the eye of a slaughtered ox you 
will find there the image of the butch- 
er. Moreover, thirty years ago Dr. 
Bourion published a photograph of an 
image found on the retina of a wom- 
an who was assassinated June 14, 1868, 
and the publication caused a great stir 
in the medical and scientific world. The 
Medico-Legal Society instructed the 
celebrated Dr. Vernois to investigate 
the matter, and he reported that Dr. 
Rourion had not seen, but had simply 
fancied he had seen, an image in the 
retina of the assassinated woman. Be- 
fore I began to write ‘ Nhe Accuser,’ 
I consulted Dr. Bronardel, and he told 
me that no new discovery had been 
made since the time of Dr. Vernois. Evi- 
dently, then, I had to work on amere 
hypothesis, but the subject pleased me, 
‘and I went ahead. 

LOMBROSO'S VIEWS. 

“ And, after all, it may not be a mere 
hypothesis. What is a dream to-day is 
a reality tomorrow. Look at the Roent- 
gen rays! A few years ago no one 
dreamed of such a discovery. By the 
way, I have dedicated my book to Pro- 
fessor Cesare Lombroso, for he is to 
some extent, an authority on the sub- 
ject. In a note on psychopotography, 
published at Truin, he narrates some 
wonderful facts, One of them is that 
a postage stamp if studied intently for 
some time will remain reflected in the 
eye of tne student. Moreover, at any 
later period, whenever the student 
thinks of this postage aEaIOp the image 
will reappear in his eye, Thought re- 
calls the vanished image.” 

Several eminent physicians and spe- 

cialists have been questioned on the sub- 
ject and.their views are well worthy 
of attention. ~ 

“When death comes suddenly or with 
a shock,” says Dr. Berillon, “ it is quite 
peste that the last image received 

yy the eye may remain on the re- 
tina, How long this image would re- 
main it is difficult to say. . The: likeli- 
hood is that it would be covéred by oth- 
er es and thus be lost to sight. 
At death all is confusion, and if at the 
moment of death there were any im- 
age on the retina it would also doubt- 
less be confused. A clear e could 
not be obtained unless the dying man 
concentrated all his energy in this di- 
rection. If he were resolved thait his 
assassin’s image should be pictured on 
his retina, he might succeed in leaying 
after death a clear picture. A dying 
man, however, thinks of other things, 
and hence such a test is practically im- 
possible.

If they are later than this they 
should be styled winter pigs, and the 
owner should be prepared to give them 
winter keop. Fall pigs farrowed in 
September can be started with less 
care, and weaned at less expense than 
March pigs, granting that the sows 
are large and strong, and in good 
flesh, The severai utters should be 
farrowed as near the same time as 
possible; if not, to'\do well by them in 
winter they must be assorted and lot- 
ted according to size, and this every 
farmer is not prepared to do, Dur- 
ing September there is nearly always 
suificient pasture for the cows to get 
the grass needed to keep up the flow 
of milk, without the former feeding 
with the special care in that direction 
required in tho spring. Then dur- 
in the month of September and often 
during the whole of October, the serum 
ulous care is not required in regard 
to shelter that must be given during 
the early spring months. The fall 
pig can be given much more liberty 
than his spring brother. He can fin- 
ish up the imperfect gleaning of the 
spring pig, which is more lazy and 
quiet because nearing market.

mors. It must be remembered that 
she “rnishes the most desirable and 
nourishing food to her litter, and on 
this account should have extra atten- 
tion and extra food. We have never 
been able to feed a sow with whole 
grain and grasses so well that shé 
would not run down in flesh_as the 
pigs grew older, and their demands 
became frreater. Consequently we 
have fonnd it necessary to feed soft 
foods, something that is easily digested, 
will encourage milk secretions. 
Middlings and bran have always suited 
us best. for this. and besides the abund- 
anoe of other foods that it is so easy 
to give in the fall, we feed liberally 
with this. The pigs are apt to get 
too much grain or carbonaceous food, 
and it is necessary that they have ni- 
trogenous foods to balance the de- 
mands of their systems. This they get 
from the mother’s milk, when she is 
well fed with middlings and bran. A 
nie farrowed early in September has 
two of the best months in the year to 
make a start in. And if the owner 
adds to this his skill in feeding the 
pig should f° into winter strong and 
healthy, and make as much for the care 
given him as the spring pig that every 
farmer dotes on and tries to grow. 


MAKING FAMILY CHERSE.

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Considering the high price that gen- 
erally rules for butter in this district 
during the summer months it is a mat- 
ter of surprise that an effort is not made 
either by private parties, or by a com- 
pany, to enter into the manufacture of 
the finest creamery butter. Those who 
have tried it in other places state that 
it is profitable, equally so with cheese, 
as the by products in the shape of skim 


milk is so much more profitable for feed- 


ing purposes. hore is generally but- 
ter to be found on the market, such as it 
is; but much of it is made in such a 
poor way that it is not readily saleable, 
and though merchants allow the same 
price for all the different grades, yet 
they are frequently at a loss on their 
butter transactions. A few days ago & 
citizen wishing to get some butter visit- 
ed every store in the village, and in all 
but one, in reply to his inquiry for good 
butter, was answered: ‘* Yes, we have 
some butter, but cannot recommend it 
as first class.” In the one exceptional 
case he found some good butter, but it 
was not made in this vicinity, but had 
been imported from a creamery at some 
distance, and the merchant stated that 
within a few days he’had sold over 200 
pounds of it. In Belleville it is the 
same, and large quantities of imported 
creamery butter are sold in the groceries 
there, while their is a ‘poor demand for 
home made product. This should not 
be. This district leads the world for the 
fine quality of its cheese? and there is no 
reasan why it should not do so in fine 
creamery butter. 


The Ontario Government has taken & 
step in the right direction in adding 
alien labor clauses of a sweeping nature 
to the Crown timber regulations.

MONEY MAKING IN TACOMA. 


The City of Destiny Once Coimed Ite Own 
Cash. 

Tacoma once had a mint that coined 
all of the money in circulation where 
the City of Destiny now stands, and it 
did not require the flat of Unole Sam, 
the silver of Idaho or the gold of Cali- 
fornia to muko the pieces from Tacoma's 
mint pass current among the Indinus 
and the few hardy fioheers who wore 
blazing the path of civilization through 
the forest on the shores of Commionco- 
mont bay, says the Tacoma Lodger. 

Back in tho early seventies the Taco- 
ma Mill company, not being able to 
handily seoure gold and silver for use 
in trading with and paying off tho In- 
dian lnborers aud carly settlers, bit 
npon the novel plan of issuing its own 
rurrenoy, and to this end set its black- 
smith to work to fashion for it out 
ef scraps of iron and brass pieces of 
money, or, rather, tokens, which could 
be used us u circulating mediam. Tho 
picoos consisted of 40 cent and 45 cent 
iron tokens aud brass $1 pieces. The 4° 
cent pieces were about an inch in diam- 
eter and the 45 cent pieces were about 
the size of the present silver half dollur. 
The $1 pieces were oval in shape, about 
114 incues long, an inch wide and a 
sixteenth of an inch in thickness. These 
pioces were stiunped with the figures 
showing their value, and readily passed 
ourrent all over the country tributary to 
the mill. Nearly all of this old “*mill’” 
coin hits passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson of the Tacoma Mill 
company presented a set of these queer 
coins to the Ferry museum. In his let- 
ter to the museum he said: 

“The honesty of the people and the 
absence of any blacksmith shop save 
that of the company mudo tho use of 
this money possible.’’ 

Oregou has long boasted that the 
“Benver’’ coin, minted at Oregon City 
in the enrly fifties, was the only money 
minted in the northwest in the days of 
the pioueer, but hero in Tacoma, long 
years after Oregon's ‘‘Beaver’’ mint 
hed become a historical incident, was a 
primitive minut that supplied the coin 
to furnish the pioneers and Indians with 
all of the necessities for their roagh 
lives. The coius, which are still -pre- 
scrved, nre roughly made, just such as 
any blacksmith with ordinary tools 
might muke, and as a matter of fact 
during tho early years of the mill com- 
pany’s existence formed practically the 
local circulating mediam of exchange. 
When the Indians who were employed 
in the mill were paid for their labor, 


foreign labor, or purchasing supplies 
outside of Canada will forfeit his license, 
This isright as long as the United States 
has an alien labor law on its statute 
books. The Dominion Government 
should at once impose a heavy export 
duty on saw logs and pulp wood. It is 
not just that lumber should be heavily 
axed by the United States, while they 
are permitted to take Canadian logs free 
‘© be manufactured inta lumber on the 
other side of the line. Permission to 
impose an export duty on logs and pulp 
wood was given by an act passed at the 
last session of Parliament, but the in- 
fluence of Mr. John Charlton, M. P., 
has been sufficient to prevent the Goy- 
ernment so far from enforcing it. Mr. 
Charlton has extensive saw mills in 
Michigan, and so long as he can draw 
his supplies from Canadian forests free, 
it is of course, his interest to do so, 
though not to the interest of the coun- 
try. Canada should preserve her tim- 
ber wealth for the benefit of her own 
citizens and not allow it to be exploited 
for the benefit of foreigners who are 
trying in every possible way to force 
Canada into annexation. 


Among the recent exports from New 
York were 2000 tons of newspaper. 
This paper was manufactured at Apple- 
ton, Wis., and was consigned to Japan. 
This is the first shipment of paper that 
has been made from this continent to 
any of the Pacific nations. A large 
export business in paper is being done 
between the United States and Europe. 
This export movement to Japan is re- 

arded most favorably by United States 

ealers, who expect to see a great ex- 
pansion of it in the near future. There 
1s no reason ree Canada should not 

articipate in the business. We possess 
better natural facilities for manufactur- 
ing paper than the United States, and 
we have direct steamship communica- 


tion with the principal ports of the 


_ Orient. Canada should do a large paper 
trade both in Europe and Asia. ‘The in- 
creasing export trade of the United 

_ States in paper is possible only because 
that country receives its pulp wood 
from Canada free of duty. By placing 

bh export duty on pulp wood Ganaite 
will receive a goodly share of foreign 
rade that is now controlled by the 
United States.—Toronto World.

Changes In Cave Dwelling Animals. 

“Tho influence of environment upon 
organisims is nowhere more striking,’’ 
says Science, *‘than in the case of ani- 
mals which find themselves acciden- 
tally lost in caves aud which succeed in 
accustoming themselves to the situa- 
tion iu spite of its difficulties. M. Ar- 
maud Vire gives some notes on his ob- 
servations in the Comptes Rendus. The 
principal difference in the situation 
consists in the absence of light and in 
the rarity of animal prey. ‘The eye al- 
ways becomes atrophied to a degree 
which varies with the species and also 
with the individual. There is some- 
times a difference between the two eyes 
of a single individual. Tho eyes are to 
a certain extent replaced by other or- 
fans of sense; the antennm of the 
campodes become, in some individuals, 
twice as long as usual, and sometimes 
longer than the entire body. The tactile 
hairs with which the body is covered 
obtain an exaggerated development, and 
in the crustaceans sometimes even in- 
vale the ocular globe. Hearing does not 
seem to be accentuated, but the sense of 
smell is very acute, and a bit of tainted 
flesh becomes invaded in a very few 
minutes with a large colony of animals. 
The organs of digestion become very 
considerably modified in those species 
which are naturally carnivorous, and 
in two staphylins the mandibles were 
found to be completely atrophied. Every 
animal is more or less completely de- 
pigmented, but those which had no 
trace of color remaining began to have 
numerous little black spots disseminated 
over the whole body after they had 
been kept for a month in the light, and 
these spots wero particularly abundant 
in those parts (antenum und claws) 
which had been accidentally lost and 
were in course of restorution.”’

What is stool?

What is crnuciblo steel? 

Crucible stvel is obtained as the result 
of fusing together ina ornociblo the sub- 
stances desired In any quality of stoc). 

What is bossemer steel? 

Bessemer steel is made by foroing a blast 
of air through melted iron, By this proo- 
ess the substances not dosired in tho steel 
are burned up. Assome ingredionts which 
are needed aro also consumed, theso sub- 
stances (carbon, oto.) are added before the 
liguid metal fs permitted to cool. 

What is open hearth stecl? 

Chemically the open hearth method js 
substantially the same as the bessemer 
process, but in making open hearth stecl 
the forced blast is done away with and tho 
metal while melting and after completo 

Uquefaction is kept exposed to tho air in 
such a way that the impuritics are oxi- 
dized or slowly burned out of tho iron. 
Tho constituents other than iron are added 
before solidification, : 

Which is the best of these three kinds of 
steel? 

There is no answer to this question as 
itis phrased, That steel is best whoso 
Strength, ductility, hardness, toughness, 
eto., aro best adapted and proportioned for 
tho use for which it is intended. Wheso 
qualities depend upon the composition of 
the stecl and upon its treatmont—t. o., 

whether it has boon forged, rolled, draw 

tempered, annealed, cto. j 

It is wholly immaterial whether the 
mixing of tho iron, carbon, manganeso 
and tho rest isdone ina crucible, a bes- 
somer converter or an open hearth furnace 
solong as the same materials aro com- 
pounded with equal skill and the steels 
treated after manufacture with the same 
care and judgment, 

But is it not generally conceded that 
crucible steol is the best stcel? 

By no means. Whore certainly was a 
time whon the manufacturer of the cruci- 
ble method was moro skillful and more 
successful than others. This process is tho 
oldest, and its advoontes attained excellenco 

while others were experimenting—indced 
before the Jater methods wore deyised. It 
is not to be wondered at that the traditions 
of that time are still ourrent in many 
shops and are oxpressed in many books 
which discuss the properties of stecl. Whe 
method is still in use and is well adapted 
tothe production of small quantities of 
special grades of stcel, but, as a matter of 
fact, while cyery method af manufacture 
has its partisans, tho superiority of oruoible 
steel can no longer be demonstrated. ‘This 
is conceded by prominent authorities and 
is the necessary conclusion of those who 
are familiar with tho most recent invosti- 
gations and tests. 

Hus any ono of theso three processes an 
advantago over the others? 

The maker of stecl will decide that ques 
tion for himeelf, haying duo regard to 
his surroundings and to tho scope of his 
undertaking. The user of steel will ask 
What tho steel is made of; not what it Is 
mado in, He will aim to secure the prop- 
erties which suit his work without regard 
to the methods of manufacturing the 
metal. In genoral, if aman uses much 

steel he will be likely to purchase where 

he can get large quantitica all alike. Cru- 
cible steol, made in lots not excceding 100 
pounds each, would hardly answer. A 
careful purchaser of steel analyzes and tests 
samples from cach consignment which is 
received. ‘To do this for one sample in ev- 
ery hundredwelght would call for an intol- 
erable number of analyses, to say nothing 
of the unoyen quality of the stecl itself 
when considered in large quantities. 

What is cast stecl? 

All stcel madg by the processes which 
we haye discussed is renlly cast steel—that 
is, the metal becomes steel whilo melted 
and is then run in molds, The name cast 
steel should bo restricted to steel which is 
cast in the shape in which it is intended 
to be used. Whe result is inferior for.most 
purposes to that obtained by forging and 
similar mothods. There is much confu- 
sion, however, in the popular use of this 
term. 

What is tool stcol? 

The teri has no solentific* meaning. 
‘Thoso who use it mean any stecl suitable 
for making tools. It may be crucible steel, 
bessomer steel,.open hearth stecl or stecl 
made by some less important method, 
For no good reason the naime tool steel is 
often regarded with almost superstitious 
awe. ‘Tho agent of tho stéolmaker calls 4 

substance tool steel, knowing Little or 
nothing of its composition and properties. 
The steel user buys it, tho workman 
makos things of it, the consumer buys and 
uses tho things Somotimes tho steel is 
adapted to its uso and everybody is satis- 
fled. Sometimes it is not, and the con- 
fumor finds fault and the agent sells no 
more stcol to that manufacturer. Mean- 
time nobody concerned, excopt the original 
maker, has the least idea what the stuff 
called tool stecl really is. No manufacturer 
knows what he ia buying unless he has o 
laboratory where his purchase can bo 
tested, 

What is machine steel? 

That is another shop name. It is ap- 
Plied to any stecl which is soft enough to 
be ensily cut and drilled, 

On tho whole, doca it make uny differ- 
tnco how steel ia made? 

Not to the consumer, provided tho steeh 
Ys correct in chemical constitution and 
Physicn) propertios, and these aro matters 
of fact to be nscertained by carefcl tests, 
Not matters of opinion to be decided hy 
oratory —Lrooklyon Kuglo.

MEASURING MOLECULES, 
Lord Kelvin's Ilastration Showing How 
Minute Are the Atoms, 

It appears from calculations that the 
moan freo path or distance traversed by 
the moleculos botweon collisions in ordi- 
nary alr is about one half-millionth of an 
inch, while the speed of tho molecules Ia 
fuoh that each ono experiences about 
8,000,000,000 of collisions per second, It 
would be hard perhaps to olte an ilustra- 
tion showlng tho refinements of modern 
physics hotter than this; unless, indeed, 
one other result that followed dircetly 
from theso culowlations be considered such 
the feat, namely, of measuring the size 
of tho moleculos thomsclyes. Clausios was 
tho first to point out how this might be 
done from a knowledge of the length of 
free path, and the calculations wore made 
by Loschmidt in Germany, and by Lord 
Kelvin in England, Independently, 

Tho work is purely mathematical, of 
tourse, but tho results are regarded as un- 
assallable. Indeed Lord Kelvin speaks of 
thom as being ubsolutely demonstrative 
within cortain limits of accuracy. This 
does not mean, however, that they show 
tho oxact dimensions of tho molecule. It 
means an estimate of tho limits of size 
Within which the actual size of tho molo- 
cule may lic, Vhese limits, Lord Kelvin 
estimates, are about one-ten-millionth 
of a contimeter for the maximum, and 
one-one-hundred-millionth of a centimne- 
ter for the minimum. Such figures convey 
no partioular meaning to our blunt sonses, 
but Lord Kelvin hag given a tangible il- 
lustration that aids the imagination to at 
least & vague comprehension of the un- 
thinkablo smallness of tho molecule, He 
Ostimates that if a ball, say of water or 
glass, about ‘as Jargo nsa football, were 
to be magnified up to tho sizeof tho earth, 
each constituent molecule being magnified 
in the same proportion, the magnified 
structure would be more coarse grained 
than a heap of shot, but probably Jess 
conrso grained than a heap of footballs.” 
—Henry Smith Williams, M. D., in Har- 
per's Magazine. * 


FISH WITH WINGS, « 


Something About These Queer Dwellers 
In the Sea. 

The flying fish loves deep water and is 
found throughout the Jength and breadth 
of tropical sens, He is fond of feeding near 
tho gulf weed of the Sargasso and depos- 
its his stringy, glutinous spawn on its yel- 
low branches, Vessels bound from New 
York to the Caribbeo islands, says Forest 

nd Stream, upon reaching the ‘horse lat- 
tudes,’’ sometimes encounter vast quan- 
tities of drifting weed, strung out iiito 
long ribbonlike patches about an eighth of 
a milo apart. 

Among the golden weed, with its deli- 
cate leayes and globular seeds, exists a cu- 
rious family of cuttlefish, crabs, mollusks 
and small fishes. Upon these the flying 
fish preys, and they in turn doyour its 
Every plunge of the steamer as 
sho plows through tho blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the air, 
where they scatter in all directions, with 
the sunlight glistening on their gauzy 
wings. ; 

Tho flying fish of the Atlantic attains a 
length of nearly one foot and a breadth 
between wing tips of 11 inches. Ho hasa 
round, compact body, about 1 inch in di- 
ameter near the pectoral fins or wings. 
Thero is also an nuxiliary pair of yentral 
fins or wings, not nearly so large as the 
pectoral pair, The wings aro formed by a 
thin, transparent mom brane stretched over 
a delicate bony framework, and aro cithor 
Black, white or mottled with both. he 
upper half of the entire fish is a metallic 
blue in color, while the lower port! ves is a 
nacreous white. Black, prominent eyes, 
o small, prehensile mouth, forked tall, 
dorsal and anal fins complete the picture 
of one of tho most interesting little fishes 
in all nature's vast aquarium.

These specks are occxsioned by 
some foreign substance floating in the 
aqueous humor, Tho image of an object 
is formed on the retina in the back part 
of the eye, and the foreign object passes 
before that fleld, casting a shadow upon it 
in the same manner that clouds float bo- 
tween tho carth and the sun, casting o 
shadow upon the earth. Of course it in- 
terfores with a clear vision and {s notice- 
able to a greater or less extent, These 
specks aro foreign substances which should 
havo been eliminated. With a torpid liver 
and a torpid climination these foreign 
substances accumulate in the body evyery- 
where, and it is common for them to be 
thrown into the cavity of the eye. They 
occasion considerable annoyance and can 
only be relicved of this disturbing eloment 
by improving the elimination to tho ox- 
tent that all foreign muttter is removed 
from the body. ‘Lhis can be dono by reg- 
ulating the diet.—New York Ledger.

One can 
take a warm bath without Injury, and 
even with benefit at times, provided the 
spino is not iinmersed. 

“The tub should contain plenty of warm 
water and the bather should get into it on 
his hands and knees with his back out of 
the water. In other words, keep your 
back up when you indulge ina hot bath 
and itcan't injure you. Then you will 
get tho good without the depressing effect. 
All around us we see women suffering 
with colds in yery moderate weather: The 
troublo generally arises from the warm 
bath habit. Various ailments from whjoh 
women suffer are also results of a continu- 
ous usc of hot water, and pallid lips, which 
are a pretty sure sign of a lack of vitality, 
aro still another. 

“While the main good of a cold bath 
can bo obtained with only two or threo 
inches of water in the tub, just ¢nough to 
{yuinerso tho spine, a complete immersion 
is more yaluablo, especially for bicycle 
riders and other athlotes. Cold water not 
oply invigorates tho skin and fortifies it 
aaninst tho changes of temperature, but 
to n Himited extent {6 absorbs an excess of 
superficial heat, Its greatest good, how- 
over, is in ita effeoton the spine.

LOTS OF COUNTERFEITS, 


U.S. OMctals Struggling Against an Ava- 
Janche of the ** Queer.” 

The United States secret service bu- 
reau is struggling with an epidemic of 
counterfeits. Hardly a day passes 
without the arrest of from one to half 
a dozen persons detected in passing 
spurious notes or silver coin. It is evi- 
dent that there is a large volume of 
counterfeit silver afloat and that the 
circulation is continually being diluted 
with that sort of material. When 
these cerlificates were first put out 
expert engravers predicted that coun- 
terfeiters would be tempted to resume 
activities, and the result shows that 
they were not wrong in their pro- 
phecy. As works of art these certifi- 
cates may be very fine, but for pur- 
poses of money they were shockingly 
deficient in many of the safe-guards 
which the department had provided 
against counterfeiting. ay 

Government detectives have been in- 
structed to be on the watch for bogus 
silver dollars, the tip having been

INSANE AND INEBRIATES. 


They Are Both Increasing in Lond on— 


Drunkenness Increasing tu All Classes | in China, Tonquin, China and Persia. 


in the City—Some Startling Statistics, 

The report of the Asylums Commit- 
tee of the London County Coun:il 
shows there has been an alarming in- 
crease in lunacy during the last nine 
years, and especially in London. While 
the population of London is 14.59 of the 
inhabitants of England, London’s pro- 
portion of insane persons is 19.87, Dr. 
Cloye Shaw, an expert on the subject, 
says:—‘There is no doubt, that as 
regards the future of lunacy, we are 
doing all in our power not to stampit 
out, but to increase it.’ This is large- 
ly due to the want of asylum accommo- 
dation, the technically cured being dis- 
charged before they are really cured, 


se of a trav~ and thus adding further chances for | 


transmitting lunacy. 

The inspector of inebriates in a re- 
port just issued, contends that the 
number of habitual drunkards in Eng- 
lish society is greatly under-estimated, 
and adds:—“Immoderate drinkiny, 
though frightfully common among the 
industrial classes, is still more pre- 
valent among the upper ten.” It isalso 
certain that among women ofall class- 
es drunkenness is increasing rapidly. 
Out of 442 cases at the Dalrymple home 
101 were university men, 316 were well 
educated, 235 were married, and the 
others were widowers or bachelors. In 
228 cases sociability caused the down- 
fall, ill-health caused the downfall in 
36 cases, and overwork caused the 
downfall of 32cases. In 55 per cent. of 
the cases the excess was traceable to 
predisposing hereditary indications.

blame himself instead of tho printer, 
Great thinkers are not always good writ- 
ers. Indoed tho reverse soems to be truo 
generally. Thought can form faster than 
ink can flow from tho fountain pen. This 
often causes ourtailmont, the synoopation 
of words, or even tho telescoping of sey- 
eral a6 onoe; dropping finals, bisecting 
middles or showing only tho initial letters 
of ono word and the final letters of others, 
leaving the poor typesetter to reproduce 
the thonght from the scanty remains. All 
printers are not Yankees at guessing. 
Sometimes tho mistakes are simple. Let- 
ters that would never be confounded in 
print through imperfect construction are 
often confounded in writing—e. g., ‘‘a’’ 
and ‘tu’ bear no rosemblanco in print, but 
an unclosed written ‘‘a’’ looks yery much 
like the ‘u,"’ or ‘a’? and ‘o! may be 
ohanged. Whothor it is capitol or capital 
the printer must decide from the context 


_ «and the dictionary. Sometimes they don’t 


observe cither, but typewriters will obyi- 
ate somo of theso difficultios, As the Irish- 
man could “ride afoot’? on the bicyele, so 
the amanuensis hereafter can ‘write print 
with the machine,” 

Imperfeotly written copy lies at tho baso 
of many mistakes. Tho author, not the 
printer, is to blame, Dr, Farrar writos of 
Dean Stanley and his poor penmanship: 
“Words that wero not absolutely essential 
to the meaning were often a mere flourish, 
Which might stand for 50 different com- 
binations of letters. Where there was no 
clew to the sense tho unhappy reader 
might go very widely astray. On one oc- 
casion he directed a lettor tome to Marl- 
borough college, Wilts. hat letter never 
reached me. It had gono to somo gentle- 
man of a totally different name at Merthyr 
‘Tydvil, Wales. This gentleman, sceing by 
tho printed address that tho letter came 
from the deanery of Westiminstor, but un- 
ablo to make out the name or place for 

which the letter had been intended, sent 
it back to the dean, who inclosed tho old 
envelope to mo in a new one, embollished 
With several notes of admiration after the 
Morthyr Tydyil postmark.”’ 

Benjamin Franklin is said to havo 
taught his master printer a lesson in types 
and consoquences. Lhe proof shect showed 
many minor errors. Letters were dropped. 
Tho critical eyo of Franklin and his senso 
of right protested. ‘ho work was not as 
good as it ought to be, but his boss said: 
“Let it go. What iso letter anyhow. Kvy- 

-erybody knows what was intended,.”’ It 
happened soon after that Franklin was 
typesetting. He had a sentence from I 
Corinthians xv to set up. Ho saw his op- 
portunity, and he took it. Tho paper was 

‘issued. ‘Then came that negligent mastor 
unto his keen witted type boy in a yery 
wrathful mood. ‘‘Whatdo you mean by 
peryerting tho words of Dr. -—? You 
haye set the wholo town to talking.’’ 
“Why,’’ said Franklin, ‘‘only yesterday 
you said it did not matter if o letter was 
dropped. Now that sentence is familiar to 
all, or should be, ‘In a moment, in tho 
twinkling of un cyo, at tho lasttrump * * * 
the dead shall bo raised incorruptible and 
we shall bo changed.’ here is but ono 
letter, c, dropped.’’ ‘he type copy read, 
‘Wo shall be hangod,’’ not changed.

JACKSON'S FIRST DUEL. 


A Practical Joke Was tho Cause of the 
Fight. 

At this torm, May, 1788, ‘*Androw Jack- 
fon, Ksq., camo into court and produced a 
license as an attornoy, with a certificate 
sufliciently attested of his taking tho ouths 
nooessary to said office, and was admitted 
af an attorney in this oounty courb.’’ 
Jackson had reached his majority two 
months bofore this dato, He had studied 
law at Salisbury, N » under Spruce Mo- 
Cay, who had for several yours yistted the 
courts at Jonesborough in thé capacity of 
lawyer and judge and was well acquainted 
with the country and people. It 4s alto- 
gothor probable that Jackson camo to tho 
wostern oountry under the advice of Mo- 
Cay. Tho fledgeling, shortly after his ar- 
rival in Jonesborough, was retained tp his 
first suit, which proved to be tho occusion 
of his first duol aswell, His opponent was 
tho older and more lourned Waighstill 
Avory. It seoma that Colonel Avery had 
the botter side of the cause, and that Jack- 
son, foreseoing dofent, tried to break hia 
fall by a bit of pleasantry in the perpotra- 
tion of a practical joke on Ijs opponont. 
Avery, 48 was the custom in those duys of 
ciroult riding, carried a fow books and his 
briefs ina pair of saddlobags. Jackson 
knew that the authority relied upon by 
Colonel Avery to win the caso was Bacon's 
“Abridgements,’' and, knowing whore tho 
book was kept, he went to the saddlebugs 
and extracted the book, substituting a 
plece of bacon of tho samo shape, When 
in the course of his argument Avery hac 
ocension to appeal to his nuthority, ho 
took from his saddlebags the packnge and 
unfolded it before the court and jury, Hia 
precedent did not apply. Suspecting Jack- 
son of being the guilty person, Avery 
turned upon him and gave him a tongue 
lashing. Jackson was much angered in 
furn and wrote upon the fly leaf of a law- 
book a domand for a retraction, This was 
not forthcoming, and Jackson sont this 
challenge: 


Auausr 12, 1788. 
Srr—When a man’s fecling and character are 
injured ho ought to sevk a specdy redress. 
You received na few lines from mo yosterday 
and undonbtedly understand me, My charac- 
ter you hayo injured, and, further, you have 
insulted me in the presence of a court anda 
large audience. I therefore call upon you asa 
gentleman to give satisfaction for the same, 
and I farther call upon you to give me an an- 
swer immediately without equivocation, and I 
hope you can do without dinner until the 
business is dono, for it is consistent with the 
character of a gentleman when he injures a 
man to make speedy reparation. Therefore I 
hope you will not fail in meeting me this day. 
From yr obt s AnpDnrew JACKSON. 
To Col, Avery. 
P. 8.—This evening after court adjourned. 
Avery accepted the challenge, and the 
duel was fought at dusk of Aug. 12, 1788, 
in a rayine near the courthouso in Jones- 
borough. After the exchange of a fow 
shots Jackson declared himself satisfied, 
and the antagonists loft the fleld, to become 
and remain firm friends. —Memphis Com- 
morcial-Appeal.

Tho Maids of the Village In the Lotus 
Land of the Pacific,

Music In Our Public Schools, 


An ominent choir leader, in talking of 
church musio the other day, remarked that 
if musio were intelligently taught in our 
public schools there would be less bungling 
among singers and less valuablo time 
wasted when the moro adyanced lessons 
became necessary.

It should be ay much a matter of 
course for the pupil to know his or her 
notes and to be expert in scales and chords 
os to know tho letters of the alphabet and 
how to spell ‘“baker,"’ Such knowledge 
would in due course of thine lead the pupil 
who had great natural gifts for music to 
tho study most congenial, and would sim- 
plify after study ond mako a future much 
nearer than if {6 wore necessary to wado 
through all of the primary parts and worry 
over intervals and accidentals until the 
hewrt and soul woro weary and tho courage 
alinost gono.—Now York Ledgor,

Gonornl Grant came to Hye in New York 
fn 1881 with tho luster of his unparalleled 
buocesses and his unequaled honors sur- 
rounding him. With such dignitios and 
coromonics a8 the metropolis accords only 
ton few men in each generation, {6 wal- 
comed within its gates the first citizen of 
the ropublic. The sight of that sturdy fig- 
uro, Which had borne without Oinching 
the burdens of war and state, and of that 
pleasant, taciturn countenance, serene with 
the wontod snastery of all olrcumstaneos 
ond the quiet confidence in fortune, be- 
came a familiar one at the larger ceremo- 
nials of the city, What misfortune, {mpo- 
tent to hariy him on a hundred battle- 
fields, should strike down the old hero in 
the hour of his peaceful fame no one 
droamed, least of all Grant himself. 

‘Tho more intimate side of his character 
becamo known during his later life in the 
east. That his sternness of uspect con-

his summmcr at Long Branch. He asked 
the general what had been the greatest 
distress he had sustained, and the reply 
was, ‘‘‘o be decelyed by those I trusted.” 

It is Altogether a pleasant chapter that 
the life of General Grant presents nt this 
period, brief though it is and although 
the muftérings of the storm are heard out 
of that clear sky of contentment. In the 
family circle or when surrounded by old 
comrades he was by no ineans the irre- 
sponsive man he has been painted. He 
was freo and interesting in conyersation, 
and, as Childs recalled, talked more than 
any single member of the company, but 
ho added: “Let a stranger enter, and he 
would say nothing more during the even- 
ing. ‘T’hat was one peculiarity of his.’’ 

In these conyersations Genoral Grant 
sometimes went oycr the oventful scones 
of tho past. He was gonerous in his esti- 
mate of the mon who-had fought by his 
side. His admiration of Sheridan was un- 
measured, He used to say that ‘Little 
Phil” was the greatest fighter he ever 
knew, and that another war would doyelop 
in him the supreme commander. His own 
roseryed nature found in the dashing sol- 
dier’s overflowing spirits, boundless confl- 
dence and sometimes emphatio conyersa- 
tion a complement to itself. For reasons 
of much the same sort he had a positive 
affection for General John A. Logan. He 
was proud of both of them and happy in 
their society. 

His loyalty to his friends was entire, 
One of jis principles was ‘Never desert n 
friend under fire.’’ While it is more than 
likely that the famous ‘'306’’ did not bear 
with them into the Chicago conyention 
any real wish of General Grant's that they 
be successful, ho took a soldier's delight 
afterward in their magnificently faithful 
fight in his behalf and neyer forgot it. 

His partiality for his army comrades 
had been shown whilo ho was president. 

“T like,” he said, ‘‘to appoint the chil- 
dren of army and nayy officers becauso 
they haye no political influence.’’ The 
caro he exercised over the orphans of yet- 
erans who had died on the field was con- 
tinued in private life. Sometimes it took 
the form of. gifts and subscriptions really 
beyond his means. An application from a 
soldier's widow was ono thing he found it 
hard to refuse. 

Tho blow that struck Grant down came 
suddenly. It is a saddening episode to re- 
call, with its cruel shock of surpriso and 
the still more cruel imputations that for 
tho moment were cast upon tho old hero’s 
integrity, but when the dust that had been 
raisod by the crash of tho banking house 
of Grant & Ward had cleared the figure 
that {t revealed was not thatof a max who 
had bartered his honor and had risked all 
and lost in a desperate throw, but of an 
old soldier dazed by tho vision of a part- 
ner’s upfaithfulness and stripped in a mo- 
ment of his worldly possessions, and yet 
with his personal honesty shining out 
from the ruin of his houso’s credit and his 
resolute courage to redeom his ill fortune 
standing forth like a solitary tower in an 
earthquako leveled plain. 

Grant had entered Wall street because 
he found his income insufficient for his 
family. The genius of Ferdinand Ward 
dazzled him as it had dazzled other ien 
in the street. Grant thought himsolf a 
woalthy man. It was a matter of pride to 
him that he sbould reverse tho ill omens 
of his life as a priyate citizen prior to the 
warand demonstrate before the world that 
he could succeed in business as in war. 
That morning in May of 1884 came when 
he found that bis house had failed for mil- 
lions. lesolutely he set to work to meet 
his obligations. He even pledged his med- 
als and his decorations. ‘hen he began 
tho preparation of the memoirs covering # 
period of which he could say with as much 
truth as Cysar in his ‘Doe Bollo Gallico,”’ 
“Allof which I saw and part of which I 
was,'’ 

Tho later scenes of that grim campaign 
sro swathed in tho mists that hang ever in 
tho valley of tho shadow. It was another 
battle of tho Wilderness. And it ended in 
the sunlight yonder on the hilltop that is 
called McGregor.—Now York Mail und 
Express.

Full Valuc of a Note Is Paid For Frag- 
ments Representing Three-fifths of Jt, 
According to the present rulo of the re- 

demption division of the United States 

treasury nothing less than fragments rep- 
resenting two-fifths of a bank note or 
greenback will bo redeemed by Uncle Sam. 

“Tf that mugh of « note is presented, the 
United States,’’ writes Clifford Howard 
on "Destroying a Million Dollars a Day” 
in Vhe Ladies’ Home Journal, ‘will allow 
the holder one-half the face value of it, 
while three-fifths of a note will be re- 
deemed forfull value. Of course there are 
ocoasional exceptions to this rale. 

“Somo time since » man from New 
England forwarded a bunch of disoolored 
papor money that he had found buried in 
afield. It had lain in the ground so long 
a time and had been so generously feasted 
upon by worms that it fell to picces as 
soon as it was touched.

When the pieces contained in this 
bunch of old money were finally sorted and 
mounted, it was found that while there 
Was not one completo note remaining (not 
more thun two or three scraps in some in- 
stances) the rightful oswnor was entitled to 
a redoimption of $400. Unfortunately for 
the man who found tho money, he could 
not prove his ownership, nor could he 
make affidayit as to what had become of 
the missing portions of the notes.

North Hastings Public Schools 


Irom a circular recently issued by 
Inspector Mackintosh to P. 8. teachers 
and trustees, we make the following ex- 
tracts: 

The next Uniform Promotion and Re- 
view Examinations will be held in each 
school on December 20th, 21st, and 22nd. 

Not only should candidates for pro- 
motion be examined but all the pupils 
in the Second, Third, and Junior Fourth 
should write either on the questions set 
for their respective classes or on those 


The ‘review examinations, regard- 
ing which there appears to be some 
misunderstanding, were established 
some years ago for the following among 
other reasons :— 

1, Without such examinations, all 
the pupils of a school except a few who 
are candidates for promotion will have, 
for three days of each half year, to be 
dismissed. 

2. Before their inception, it 
found that before the term had half end- 
ed, the members of each class knew 
pretty accurately who of their number 
were to be candidates for promotion and 
who were not. The result of this was 
that, very frequently, the latter sections 
of the class lost interest in their work 
and the teacher was tempted to neglect 
them and to give the greater part of his 
attention to the more advanced pupils. 
One mark of an efficient school is fre- 
quent, systematic and thorough reviews. 
Without these no school can be in a 
healthy condition. With half-yearly 
uniform “review” examinations, no 
teacher who has any regard for his re- 
putation will neglect to review his class- 
es regularly und thoroughly. These 
examinations are a constant incentive 
to class reviews.
